A chanted Latin admonish- 
ment by the prefect of cere- 
monies and the tolling of a 
warning bell ended the cardi- 
nals’ contact with the outside 
world. Only death can re- 
lease a cardinal from this 
voluntary imprisonment, until 
the moment they name the 
man whom the world’s half 
billion Catholics will regard as 
the 262nd Pope and successor 
of St. Peter. 


Impressive Procession. 


Clad in their purple capes, 
the cardinals marched in som- 
ber procession behi:d the 
bearer of the three-barred pa- 
pal cross. While choisters chan- 
ted “Veni Creator Spiritus”— 
“Come, Creator Spirit” — the 
slow march proceeded toward 
the conclave area where the 
cardinals occupied their cells. 

These are small apartments 
specially arranged for them in 
the sealed-off area of the Vati- 
can palace. 

The cardinals had begun as- 
sembling for this procession 
only 40 minutes after Cardinal 
Edward Mooney, 76-year-old 
Archbishop of Detroit, col- 
lapsed and died at the North 
American College on Rome’s 
Janiculum hill, 

But not even sudden death 
could interrupt the rigid 
schedule of the conclave. The 
cardinals, still discussing the 
passing of their friend and 
colleague, had assembled at 
the appointed hour in the 


- Pauline chapel of the Apostolic 


palace. 
Area is Searched. 


The procession over, each 
cardinal proceeded to his cell. 
Shortly after 5 p.m, (11 a.m., 
St. Louis time) the prefect of 
ceremonies, Msgr. Enrico 
Dante, intoned the Latin words 
“extra omnes,” warning all out- 
siders to leave. 

The marshal of the conclave, 
Prince Sigismondo Chigi, and 
20 assistants, had been search- 
ing the conclave premises for 
nearly two hours, themselves 
frequently and loudly shouting 
the words “extra omnes.” 

This was, in the words of the 
late Pius XII, to “assure them- 
selves that no person or spy 
lurks in hiding.” 

The searchers looked every- 
where—in closets, under beds, 
even in cupboard drawers. 
Finally they were satisfied 
there were no spies or instru- 
ments of spying on the prem- 
ises. Outside, a bell tolled 
another warning for all out- 
siders to leave. 

Only then were the doors 
finally locked, at precisely 5:20

Marshal’s Flag Raised. 


Prince Chigi, now himself 
outside the conclave area, 
turned to the Vatican guards 
and called out the order, “Hoist 
my flag!” 

The guards hastened to raise 
the flag of the Chigi family 
over the Vatican buildings. 
This symbolized the conclave 
marshal’s responsibility for 
Vatican affairs while the cardi- 
nals were locked in the secrecy 
of the conclave. 

It had been a bright, sunny 
day, typical of Rome at this 
time of year. By the time the 
proceedings had ended, dark- 
ness had fallen over the great 
Basilica of St. Peter’s. :

Purpese of Conference. 

The Geneva conference was 
proposed by the United States 
last Aug. 22 after technical 
talks on detection of nuclear 
tests had shown encouraging 
progress. The new talks would 
try to reach a political agree- 
ment on a permanent test bar 


and set up an inspection net- 
work of some 180 scientific out- 
posts to enforce it. 

At the time he proposed the 
Oct. 31 date, Mr. Eisenhower 
also offered to extend the one- 
year suspension from year to 
year if the three powers made 
progress toward ultimate gen- 
eral arms control. . 

Russia has argued for a 
permanent bar on tests at the 
outset, and also has asked that 
foreign ministers attend the 
Oct. 31 meeting from the be- 
ginning. 

“It . .. lies with the Soviet 
Union to decide whether on 
Oct. 31 all countries which have 
tested nuclear weapons will 
have voluntarily suspended 
testing,” Mr. Eisenhower said. 

Russia Quit, Started Again. 

Russia renewed testing last 
month after voluntarily an- 
nouncing a suspension last 
March 31. The Soviets main- 
tained that British and United 
States tests during the past 
few months placed Russia at 
a scientific disadvantage in 
view of its suspension, The 
United States has announced 
detection of 13 Soviet ex- 
plosions since Sept. 30. 

This country plans to con- 
tinue its own tests right up 
until the deadline. A fall series 
at the Nevada testing grounds 
was originally scheduled to 
wind up this week, but the 
Atomic Energy Commission an- 
nounced yesterday that addi- 
tional explosions have been 
scheduled through Oct. 31.

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BETTING FEVER 
OVER NEW POPE 
RAGING IN ROME 


ROME, Oct. 25 (UPI)—The 
betting fever was on in Rome 
today despite the heavy penal- 
ties, including excommunica- 
tion, facing those who spec- 
ulate on the election of a new 
Pope. 

Some Rome newspapers went 
so far as to publish photo- 
graphs of a man writing down 
on a blackboard the odds 
against the names of various 
cardinals who have been men- 
tioned as likely successors to 
the pontificate. 

It was small-time betting, 
however, and in no way com- 
parable to the huge, open and 
irreverent wagering which 
worried more than one Pope in 
past centuries. In those days 
the interests at stake were so 
great that bettors did not hesi- 
tate to resort to tricks and sub- 
terfuge, including public slan- 
der of cardinals, to influence 
the election of a new Pope. 

The first Pope to take ef- 
fective steps against such 
betting was Pius IV. In 1562 he 
issued a constitution, known as 
the “In Eligendis” from its in- 


‘itial two words, in which he 


specifically stated that all 
betting on the name of the new 
Pope was strictly prohibited. 


RUSSIA EXPLODES ANOTHER 
LARGE NUCLEAR WEAPON 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (UPD) 
—-Russia has exploded another 
“relatively large’ nuclear 
weapon, the Atomic Energy 
Commission announced tonight. 

AEC Chairman John A. Mc- 
Cone said the test was the 
fourteenth Russian detonation 
announced by the conrmission 
since Sept. 30. 

McCone said the test, like 
others in the series, took place 
at the Novaya Zemlya test site 
north of the Arctic circle.

Cardinal Mooney arrived in 
Italy by ship last Monday, de- 
clining to take a plane because 
of his heart condition. A few 
weeks ago he was sent to a 
hospital in Detroit for exhaus- 
tion and a general checkup. 
He had intended to remain in 
Rome until after the corona- 
tion of the new pope. 

Burial to Be in Detroit. 

The body of Cardinal Mooney 
will be returned to Detroit for 
burial. Following a mass to- 
morrow at the North American 
College chapel, the body will 
be put aboard a plane. The 
plane is to take off at 7 p.m. 
Sunday, but the time of arrival 
in Detroit on Monday was not 
definitely known.

RESCUERS INCH 
* TRIPPED MIE 


SPRINGHILL, NS., Oct. 25 
(AP) — Rescue workers pene- 
trated nearer today to what 
they fear is the tomb of 83 
men trapped in a coal mine by 
tons of rock and debris. 

Of 174 men trapped Thurs- 
day night by an wunheaval in 
| the mine shafts, 81 have been 
|'brought to the surface alive. 
Ten are dead, 


“There is a femote hope, a 
very remote hope, that some 
men will be alive,” said Harold 
Gordon, coal chief for the Do- 
_minion Oil & Steel Corp., 
| which owns the mine. 

' The mine, Cumberland No. 2, 
is the deepest in North Amer- 
ica. 

Gordon said rescue efforts 
will continue whether the miss- 
|ing men are dead or alive, Ef- 
forts are being concentrated in 
an area 13,000 feet down where 
50 to 55 men were working at 
_ the time of the shock. 

Testing for Gas. 

While miners with picks and | 
shovels dug through the under- | 
ground jungle of broken tim- 
_bers and heavy boulders, others 
with respirator masks tested 
the slanting slopes ahead for 
| poisonous gas. 
| Above them on the surface 
stood. clusters of women hold- 
ing to the slender hope that 
}some men trapped in the 13,- 
,000-foot level might have sur- 
| vived. 
| Entrance to this section was 
blocked. Rescue men had to 
' claw forward inch by inch, 
| sending rock back through the 
| tunnel in buckets passed from 
man to man. 
| _Qn lower levels of the mine 
there was no life. Some rescu- 
ers returning to the surface 
| said as many as 40 bodies lie 
buried under rock and debris. 
| The company did not confirm 
these figures. 

Presence of Air.

| Miner Jim Spence, rescued 
after the violent earth cave- 
| in, said, “there’s gas coming 
out so there must be air going 
_ into the 13,000-foot level.” 
| If the men in the level sur- 
| vived the bump there was a 
slim prospect they might still 
have the air to sustain life. As 
iong as there was air ari 
was hope. 

Progress was slow. New fans | 
were being installed to im- 
prove ventilation.

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Maryville College 
Projects $10,000,006 
County Campus 


Preparation of plans to construct a $10,000,000 St. Louis 
county campus was reported last week for Maryville College of 
the Sacred Heart, 2900 Meramec, by Mother Marjory Erskine, 
R.S.C.J., president of the college. 

The college proposes the erection of 12 buildings and de- 
velopment of campus grounds on a 124-acre tract that was 
purchased last spring. The tract extends from Highway 40, 
north to Conway road, east of Woods Mill road. Completion of 
the project would take 10 years, it is estimated. Occupancy of 
first buildings and removal from the South St. Louis site now 
occupied is scheduled for some time in 1960. 

A complete plan for the campus development has been 
prepared by Design, Inc., subsidiary of the Bank Building & 
Equipment Corporation of America, St. Louis. 

The 12 proposed buildings are: administration building, 
chapel, library, student center, gymnasium, three dormitories, 
three classroom buildings and a fine arts building. First con- 
struction is to include the administrative unit (with residence 
area for nuns), library (which would house a temporary chapel), 
the student center, two dormitories and a classroom building. 
These buildings, together with primary installations of utilities 
and landscaping are expected to cost $3,000,000. The program 
is to be initiated next month. 

Explaining the proposed move from the existing campus, 
Mother Erskine cited two points of consideration: the trend of 
population growth from city into county is making the existing 
campus more inaccessible to prospective students each year; 
the size of the South St. Louis campus is insufficient to meet 
the needs of an anticipated increased enrollment within the 
next decade. Optimum enrollment at the end of 10 years of 
building will be 800, according to current planning. 

The college projected an extensive building program about 
a@ year ago at the Meramec site in the city, at an estimated cost 
of $850,000. That development was abandoned after contracts 
had been let, upon the insistence of friends and patrons that 
an all new campus was more to be desired than additions to 
the old-style, high-rise city buildings. Such a program was 
felt to be inadequate, from a long-range viewpoint. 

No disposition of the meramec property has yet been 
determined. 

The design of the campus is essentially a wheel of life 
(though not a circle) with a formal, oblong central garden 
having canopy-covered walks, like the spokes of a wheel, radiat- 
ing to all buildings on the rim. 

Main entrance to the campus would be through the ad- 


. ministration building. To the right from this point the ring 


of structures would include facilities pertaining to intellectual 
life; the classrooms, laboratories, library, lecture halls, etc., and 
to the left those structures pertaining to the physical: dormi- 
tories, dining halls, lounge rooms, parlors, kitchens, etc. 

A little way in front afid flanking the administration build- 
ing, the chapel is to stand to the left and a fine arts building

Plant Trees 


And Shrubs 
In the Fall 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 
Post-Dispatch Garden Writer. 


To many a gardener “plant- 
ing” is almost synonymous 
with “springtime.” In actual 
fact, though, many trees, 
shrubs and evergreens are best 
planted in autumn. 

October often brings the fin- 
est planting weather of the 
entire year. At this season the 
days are usually so pleasantly 
cool that evergreens can be 
moved with a minimum of wilt- 
ing and shock. After the first 
hard frost, dedicuous trees and 
shrubs can be transplanted. 
This work can continue as long 
as the ground is workable, and 
even during mild periods of 
winter weather. 

When moved in October, the 
evergreens have a chance to 
settle down a bit before winter. 
They can take advantage of 
several weeks of good growing 
weather and will therefore be 
more resistant to winter burn 
of leaves, needless or branches. 

Although the “needle” ever- 
greens are never really dor- 
mant, their growth does slow 
down a bit in early autumn. 
It’s a favorable time, therefore, 
to move junipers and pines, 
along with more finicky types, 
such as yews, hemlocks and 
spruces. 

The fine container-grown 
plants offered by nurseries can 
be set out at almost any sea- 
son. Weather conditions in Oc- 
tober, however, are usually 
especially propitious for the 
planting of broad-leaved ever- 
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Lee Gibson and are to be 
named the Geneva Apart- 
ments, honoring Gibson's wife.

Con- 
struction is being done by the 
Gibson Construction Co. Gib- 
son expects to live in an eight- 
room apartment in one of the 
buildings, after disposing of a 
luxury-type single family home 
in which he now resides.

Backyard Floods 
Spell Trouble 
For Landscaping 


If the back yard stays pretty 
soggy after rains, plant some- 
thing more than additional 
trees and shrubs this Fall. That 
something is drainage tile to 
earry off excess water—water 
that can cause horticultural 
deaths by cutting off the oxy- 
gen supply in the soil.

PORTLAND, Ore., Oct. 25. 
Forget that you are a Republican or 


We've got to unite all the people of Oregon.’’ 


The speaker is 36-year-old Mark Hatfield, the Republican candi- 


date for Governor, and his words 


are a measure of the extraordinary 


transformation that has come over the Pacific Northwest. What has hap- 
pened here should be a grisly lesson to Republicans everywhere looking 
to 1960 and contemplating the decay of the party organization. 


This once was Republican territory al- 
most as rockbound as Maine. Winning the 
Republican nomination for office in the 
primary virtually guaranteed election. 
Only in rare years of deep economic 
trouble did the Democrats come out of 
the woodwork to benefit from a national 
tide. 


Today all that is changed. The Demo- 
crats have 53,000 more registered voters 
than the Republicans out of a total of 
more than 800,000, a margin undreamed of 
20 years ago. With an extensive organiza- 
tion of which union labor is perhaps the 
most important element, the Democrats 
are conducting a grassroots get-out-the- 
vote drive. 

Democratic incumbents are rated as al- 
most certain to hold three Congressional 
seats. Walter Norblad, the Republican in 
the fourth of Oregon’s House seats, is in 
danger. Neither of the two Senators, 
Richard Neuberger and Wayne Morse, 
both Democrats, is up this year. 


In the neighboring state of Washington, 
the forecasts show that Senator Henry M. 
Jackson will win by something like 
a landslide. His Republican opponent, 
William Bantz, a former United States 
district attorney, is said to be running 
a trial heat in preparation for a later 
effort. Of Washington’s seven house seats, 
the Democrats now hold one and they are 
given a fair to good chance to pick up 
two more, 


Confident of Victory. 


It is not to be wondered at that Hat- 
field is making a strong non-party appeal. 
A former political science professor and 
dean of students who looks like the all- 
American egghead, Hatfield is waging a 
resourceful campaign. He says the polls 
show him leading Gov. Robert D. Holmes 
and he is confident that he will win, 
even though he readily concedes that the 
Democratic majorities in the state legisla- 
ture will be larger than ever. 

Elected to fill an unexpired two-year 
term, Holmes has. been having familiar 
difficulties with the demand for more 
schools and highways and lower taxes. 
His backers believe that with the Demo- 
eratic tide he will be narrowly pulled in 
along with the others on his ticket. 

Why should this transformation have 
occurred in what was once safe Republi- 
ean territory? There are many answers, 
but two, one immediate and one long- 
range, seem to be most relevant, Depend- 
ent on lumber, agriculture and minerals, 
and in Washington the aircraft industry, 
the Pacific Northwest felt only a faint 
breath of the Eisenhower prosperity. The 
recession hit hard here and there are still 
pockets of unemployment. The Democrats 
blame the Eisenhower Administration for 
stopping the New Deal public power pro- 
gram which they insist is essential to a 
state still in the first phases of industrial 
development. 

Gov, Holmes has wired the Federal 
Reserve Board protesting against the new- 
est hike in interest rates as likely to damp 
down the housing industry again and 
housing is vital to Oregon, with 65 per- 
eent of payrolls in forest products. 

But what has long-term significance is 
the fact that there is virtually no Repub- 
lican grassroots organization. As it is put 
by Hatfield, a realist in the style of 
Richard Nixon, with whom his Republi- 
ean admirers compare him, the big boys 
in the party thought you could buy a vic- 
tory with billboards and television time. 

In 1956, pitting Douglas McKay against 
Wayne Morse, the “fat cats” went all out 
and more money was spent in Oregon 
than in any of the states except California 
and New York. McKay was decisively de- 
feated and this year the rich Republicans 
are sitting on their pocketbooks while 
Hatfield conducts a do-it-yourself cam- 
paign. 

Party Dying at the Top. 
If the Pacific Northwest were an iso- 


lated example, it might not be too im- 
portant and it could be written off to 


special circumstances. But in state after |\& 


state, the G.O.P. is dying at the top and 
for all of Vice President Nixon’s personal 
popularity in his party, this has profound 
‘meaning for the presidential election just 
two years off, 

In adding up the score of Republican 
decline and decay in such once-taken-for- 
granted provinces as this northwest coun- 
try, political ineptitude in Washington has 


about it was when he appeared on the 
scene and announced that he intended to 
run for the Senate. 

In the Northwest, the feeling for con- 
servation is strong since tourists, fishing 
and hunting are an important element 
in the economy. And McKay had, by his 
policies, deeply offended the conserva- 
tionists. 


Public Power Issue. 

He had, moreover, been one of those in- 
strumental in side-tracking the federal 
development of the Hell’s Canyon dam 
project in favor of the Idaho Power Co. 
This alienated other voters for whom low 
cost public power is an article of political 
faith. Thus, while Morse was a No. 1 
target for liquidation, since he had 
switched from Republican to Democrat 
with bitter continuing attacks on the Ad- 
|ministration, McKay was sent to slay the 
dragon. 

Another complaint of Republicans here 
is that the leaders never stick around to 
sustain an organization or to carry the 
brunt of battle in bad times as well as 
good. They take jobs in Washington or 
they simply go away, leaving no one to 
direct the spade work, except sporadically 
in election years. 

But far more important than organiza- 
tional is the status of the econ- 
omy. el with Maine is inter- 
esting. Oregon has been losing population 
during the past year just as Maine has. 

The Democrats—and some Republicans 
—believe that.this area, with its natural 
resources, can be developed only with the 
intervention of the Federal Government. 
They cite the precedent of the great land 
grants in the opening of the West'a cen- 
tury ago. Today cheap power, public 
works and low interest rates are essential 
if the Northwest is to keep pace with the 
rest of the country, in this view. 

In any event, it is clear that coastal and 
mountain states have not kept pace. Be- 
tween 1952 and 1956, the average in- 
crease in per capita income in the United 
States was 12.3 per cent. Here are sharply 
contrasting figures for some states in 
this region: 

Oregon—4.6. 

Washington State—5.8. 

Idaho—1.2. 

Montana—4.6. 


Spurning Old Guard. 

Perhaps these figures are sufficient in 
themselves to explain why the voters have 
been turning against the ins in Washing- 
ton. Fully conscious of this, Hatfield, in 
his race for Governor, is trying to disasso- 
ciate himself from the old guard of his 
party and the Arlington Club in Portland, 
which is the citadel of the “fat cats.” In 
the primary, he defeated an old-line can- 
didate and he lets his audiences know 
that he is having to conduct his campaign 
on a shoestring. He will not have more 
than $35,000, according to his associates, 
which is little enough for a state of this 
size. In almost every talk, Hatfield 
stresses the need to attract new industry 
to Oregon and create more jobs. 

The Democrats say with some bitterness 
that the comparison with Nixon is all too 
apt. They point out that when McCarthy- 
ism was at its height, Hatfield was co- 
sponsor of a teachers’ loyalty oath in the 
Legislature. Holmes was one of five state 
Senators to oppose the measure which 
was finally killed when certain Oregon 
newspapers attacked the discriminatory 
and even authoritarian nature of the oath 
proposal. 

But whatever he may have been in the 
past, Hatfield is today the new model 
Republican, 

If he wins on Nov. 4, he will have cre- 
ated one rallying point around which a 
new party organization can coalesce. 
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Public Housing Giving Way 
To Urban Redevelopment 


Pressure for Greater Federal Participation Expected 
if More Democrats From Metropolitan Areas Are 
Sent to Congress in Forthcoming Elections.

OW -RENT PUBLIC housing, which helped transform the American 
city in the late 1930s and 1940s, is giving way in this decade to 


newal program. 

The trend away from subsidized public 
housing will be reflected when the Eighty- 
sixth Congress convenes in January. 
Mayors of cities great and small are 
clamoring for more federal money for 
urban redevelopment projects such as 
factories, shopping centers and private 
housing, but the demand for public hous- 
ing is waning. 

Democrats are preparing to renew and 

intensify their criticism of the Eisenhower 
Administration’s record on urban renewal. 
The pressure for greater Federal partici- 
pation in the program will be heightened 
if, as seems likely, next month's elections 
send to Congress a larger contingent of 
liberal Democrats from the big cities of 
the North and the West Coast. 
Senator John J. Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, has said urban renewal will be the 
first order of business in his Housing sub- 
committee when the new session gets un- 
der way. President Eisenhower has an- 
nounced that he will ask for $200,000,000 
in new urban renewal funds, but it is con- 
sidered virtually certain that Senate Dem- 
ocrats will press for more than this. 

The striking growth of the program Is 
illustrated by the situation that con- 
fronted the Urban Renewal Administra- 
tion last June 30, the end of the 1958 
fiscal year. The agency had on hand $54,- 
000,000 with which to make capital grants, 
At the same time it had on file applica- 
tions for a total of $362,000,000 in such 
grants. 


Replenishment Necessary. 

Subsequently, Mr. Eisenhower released 
$100,000,000 from a reserve fund. This 
exhausted the reserve and the President 
has proposed to use half of the $200,000,- 
000, if he gets it, to replenish the fund. 
This would leave only $100,000,000 in 
new money actually available, another 
reason why the Democrats are expected 
to seek more money. 

In fiscal 1954, the first big urban re- 
newal year, URA set aside $381,500,000 in 
capital grant reservations for 278 redevel- 
opment projects in 224 localities, By the 
end of fiscal 1958, the total had risen to 
$1,195,600,000 for 554 projects tn 331,

In contrast, activity under the public 
housing program has been decreasing. The 
Housing Act of 1949 authorized a big in- 
stallment of 810,000 public housing units 
over a six-year period, or an average of 
135,000 units a year. 


1951 Was Peak Year. 


Construction, however, never approached 
the authorized maximum in any year. The 
high was achieved in 1951, when local 
housing authorities signed contracts for 
91,000 public housing units. The total in 
1957 was only 25,000 units. This year the 
Public Housing Administration anticipates 
at least 25,000 units and is “hopeful” of 
reaching 35,000. 


Federal Housing officials cite a variety 
of reasons for the present-day emphasis 
on urban renewal. To begin with, they 
say, such projects help pay for themselves 
by increasing a city’s tax base and reduc- 
ing municipal expenditures for police and 
fire protection and health and welfare. 

Both the urban renewal and public 
housing programs are Government-subsi- 
dized in a sense. URA’s capital grants 
pay two-thirds of the net cost of redevel- 

ment projects, and PHA makes up the 

erence between rental income and 
construction cost of public housing proj- 
ects, in the form of annual contributions 
for a maximum of 40 years. 


But housing authorities point out that 
cities can collect taxes from -privately- 
owned projects built under the urban 
renewal program. -In addition, such proj- 
ects often help attract new industries. 

Another factor in urban renewal’s cur- 
rent popularity, in the opinion of Govern- 
ment housing men, is the program's flex- 
ibility in reuse of cleared land. Subject 
to some restrictions, areas once blighted 
by slums can be redeveloped with fac- 
tories, shopping centers, schools, parks, 
hospitals or housing, not just housing 
alone. 

This flexibility helps cities obtain 
needed private financing and means that 
urban renewal projects can be fitted in 
with a city’s over-all planning.

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University of California’s radiation Lab- 
oratory at Livermore have become enthu- 
siastic about commercial applications of 
nuclear explosions. The AEC’s Project 
Plowshare was started there in 1957, 
using this evocative name taken from 
the Old Testament verse which says the 
“nations shall beat their swords into plow- 
shares and their spears into pruning- 
hooks.” 

In the so-called atoms-for-peace pro- 
gram, only slowed-down and controlled 
nuclear reactions are used to produce 
electric power and manufacture useful 
isotopes, Plowshare looks toward using 
the explosions themselves, Actual atomic 
bombs, in fact, have been used thus far 
in preliminary tests of plowshare schemes, 

Commissioner Willard F, Libby of the 
AEC, one of the leading promoters of 
Plowshare, regards civil engineering jobs 
as the most promising applications of 
these peaceful nuclear blasts. 

He lists in first place the digging of 
harbors. Several well-placed nuclear 
bombs, he says, could do something man 
has never before attempted—actually 
build a harbor where there was none be~- 
fore—and at a practical cost. 

As other “sure shots,” he mentions 
clearing rivers of obstructions, digging 
canals and removing earth and rock from 
mineral deposits to permit strip mining. 

Farther down Libby's list are deep 
mining techniques, in which mineral-bear- 
ing rock can be broken up so that the 
ore can be dissolved chemically and piped 
from the grounds as a liquid. 


Could Cut Extraction Costs. 


Similarly, it is thought that a nuclear 
blast might permit economical extraction 
of the tremendous oil deposits in the 
shale of Colorado and in the Athabasca 
Lake tar sand in northern Canada. In both 
cases, conventional mining methods are 
too expensive because of the costs of 
bringing the sand or shale to the surface, 
heating it to extract the oil and disposing

The mere absence of warfare is not peace.

One of Secretary Dulles’s shortcomings is 
that he has been unable to fashion a single 
new line of policy going beyond those laid 
down by his predecessors. 

If ever new ideas were needed, they are 
needed now.

But 
the debate should be addressed primarily not 
to where we have been, but to where we go 
from here. 


New Facade for St. Louis 


To a City Plan Commission now sure that 
the riverfront national memorial will be de- 
veloped— by 1964, it is hoped— Architect 
Eero Saarinen made the challenging sugges- 
tion that the property adjacent to the park 
be developed in harmony with the memorial 
and its unique 50-story arch. 

Saarinen suggested that property along 
Third Street be assembled under the Urban 
Redevelopment Act and turned into a hand- 
some. facade for the city. He made a similar 
suggestion for the property in the vicinity of 
historic and beautiful Eads bridge. Why 
should not St. Louis have a street even more 
handsome than Chicago’s Michigan Avenue? 

It is questionable whether private property 
owners can be counted on for a co-ordinated 
redevelopment. Yet if only a part of the 
Third Street border of the park were har- 
moniously recreated, this would set a tone 
for all other building in the vicinity. The 
possibilities are many: a street of elegant 
shops, of handsome apartments, of hotels and 
theaters. It is the sort of thing New York 
seems to do almost overnight. St. Louis might 
also try a bit of face-lifting. 


A Fighting Republican 

Born to brownstone-front culture, dignity 
and restraint in New York City, Oct. 27, 1858, 
he overcame physical handicaps to build a 
strong body through teaching himself to box 
in city gymnasiums and to shoot and ride 
under the open sky. Inclined to be an aca- 
demic historian, he got into politics when a 
Republican boss needed a respectable candi- 
date for the New York Legislature. From the 
police commissionership, where he studied 
slum life and the corrupt alliance between 

litics and crime, he went with his Rough 

iders to Cuba and San Juan Hill. When the 
“splendid little war” was over, he galloped 
home a hero. He smiled broadly under his 
Army hat and spectacles and rode right into 
the Governor’s office at Albany. 

In two years, Boss Platt wanted nothing 
more than to promote his unpredictable Gov- 
ernor into any office that would get him out 
of New York. And so the vice presidential 
nomination went to him in 1900. Then with 
the death of McKinley at the hands of an as- 
sassin, he inherited the highest office in the 
land. Soon his enemies were calling 
“quack,” “demagogue,” “liar” and even 
“drunkard.” A libel suit stopped the attack 
on his sobriety and he squared accounts by 
creating the Ananias Club and giving his 
critics and “the malefactors of great wealth” 
life memberships. He took out after the 
trusts, shook the Old Guard, led the muck- 
rakers and became “the enemy of business 
and of his class.” Booker T. Washington was 
his highly controversial guest at a meal in 
the White House, Oct. 16, 1901. 

He loved the West—snowy mountains, roar- 
ing rivers, deep canyons, range and timber— 
and he was the first to protect its resources 
on a broad scale. Against none did he battle 
harder than those who would squander the 
people’s natural heritage. Because he could 
not swallow the Republican standpatism of 
1912, he revolted, formed a third party and 
helped give the country the New Freedom of 
Woodrow Wilson. He was grinning, yelling,

The Glasses That Stay Put 


The sergeant at Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center who has invented a way of fitting 
glasses so that they will stay firmly where 
they are put may have benefitted the human 
race more than he knows. Staff Sgt. Cecil T. 
Butler has been able with the aid of plaster 
cast impressions to make spectacles fit so 
that they may be worn in swimming and do 
not even require readjustment after diving. 

This is impressive, but in an academic way, 
since most people are not bothered by getting 
their glasses askew when diving. They are 
bothered by getting them askew when raising 
their eyebrows, or wriggling their ears, or 
making any of the multifarious other motions 
that seem to cause the bridge to slide down 
the nose and the temples to grow looser. 


Wearers of glasses are constantly combat- 
ting these maladjustments by various meas- 
ures. The commonest perhaps is to poke the 
forefinger against the bridge and push. An- 
other is to take the span of the glasses be- 
tween thumb and second finger and jiggle. 
Oftentimes one will ram the temples hard 
aground on the ears. A glasses-wearer with 
both hands engaged will sometimes try to 
get the frames back into the proper place by 
screwing up his nose, and then unscrewing it, 
in what can only be described as an unattrac- 
tive manner, 

All these maneuvers are very irksome to 
the onlooker as well as to the wearer. The 
former often wishes the latter would either 
get the blasted things on right at long last or 
take them off altogether. Staff, Sgt. Butler 
may therefore have contributed not only to 
better diving by people in horn-rims, but also 
to reduced irritation in and between people, 
which is at times more desirable than a triple 


half gainer. 


For U. of Illinois Trustee 


Tilinois is one of a relatively small number 
of states which obtain their state university 
board of trustees by party nomination and 
election. Three of its nine trustee seats will 
be filled Nov, 4, for the next six years. The 
usual practice is to nominate only men and 
women deeply interested in the University 
of Illinois so that no matter who is elected 
the board will consist of good members. 

This year two names stand out among the 
six nominees, The Republican whose record 
particularly commends itself to the voters is 
Park Livingston of LaGrange. Mr. Livingston 
is completing his third six-year term. For 
10 of the 18 he has been president of 
the board and in all that time he has missed 
only two board meetings. For his industry 
and business management he enjoyed the sat- 
isfaction of running 12,000 votes ahead of 
President Eisenhower in Cook county in 19§2. 

On the Democratic ticket, Harold Pogue of 
Decatur particularly deserves election. Like 
Mr. Livingston an alumnus of the university, 
Mr, Pogue was an all-American halfback a 
generation ago, He served as member and 
president of the board, 1935 to 1941. He last 
ran in 1952 and doubtless would have been 
elected except for the Eisenhower landslide. 
A civic leader, as well as lawyer, Mr. Pogue 
is now devoting as much time to 
for the Blue Ballot judicial amendment as for 
himself, He is downstate campaign director 
for that worthy constitutional reform. 

The other Republican nominees are present 
Trustees Cushman B. Bissell of Chicago and 
Mrs. Doris Simpson Holt of Flora. The Demo- 
crats are Howard W, Clement of DesPlaines 
and Richard A. Harewood of Chicago, former 
member of the Legislature and the first Negro 
nominated for University of Illinois trustee. 
All have attended the university and any com- 
bination ought to help make a good board, 
but the strongest contribution ought to come 
from a group including Democrat Pogue and 
Republican Livingston.

The Enrico Fermi reactor, 
Hartwell explained, is an ex- 
tremely promising type because 
it is designed to breed more 
nuclear fuel than it uses. It will 
burn uranium-235 to produce 
steam and at the same time 
convert uranium-238, which is 
far more plentiful but non- 
fissionable, to plutonium, a new 
high-grade fuel. 

Hartwell pointed out that the 
breeder reactor “‘has the unique 
ability to make the fullest use 
of the energy theoretically 
available in atomic fuel— 
thereby conserving and adding 
to the nation’s energy reserves 
rather than depleting those re- 
sources.”

UPON BEING condemned to death 
for “corrupting the youth” of Athens, 
the immortal Socrates refused to escape 
into another country. In explaining his 
position to his pupil Crito, the vener- 
able logic-chopper said that his duty to 
the Athenian state would not permit 
him to violate its laws even though he 
was a victim of injustice. As usual 
Socrates won the argument. 


In reading the dialogue, however, one 
might be justified in believing that it 
was exile itself rather than the dictates 
of logic that guided his decision. “Eat- 
ing and drinking in Thessaly,” or the 
adulation of scholars and kings in 
Megara, could never replace the warmth 
and charm that emanated from the very 
stones of his native city. 

In any case the modern exile, whether 
of high or low degree, feels no obliga- 
tion to a rule of law that has been 
perverted or a state that has been 
debauched, He prefers freedom 
Thessaly to degradation, torture and 
death in labor camps or gas chambers. 
Yet he is never quite the same. Even 
when he makes every outward accom- 
modation to his place of refuge he has 
left something behind. He has a recur- 
rent feeling of disorientation, as in the 
“Crazy House” of an amusement park 
where water seems to be running uphill. 
AMERICANS are sometimes discon- 
certed by the captious attitudes of 
transplanted Europeans. They would 
understand them better, perhaps, if 
they could imagine themselves suddenly 
removed from all the associations of a 
lifetime.

CRAZY? MIXED UP? Yeh, man! 

Yes, Jack, it is, this second story that 
you, the “spokesman of the Beat Gen- 
eration,” put on the bum, But you 
really don’t deserve the scallions. The 
major blame goes to publishers who 
rush a young writer into print, to be 
in on the beginning of a new trend; 
also to the so-called critics who give 
serious attention to a blatant blend of 
adolescent growing pains in author- 
ship. 

Actually, Jack, you've bot a pretty 
fair way with words, a youthful zest 
for life, and some ideas. You just need 
to work at it for a while until you 
learn your business.

But, Jack—sincerity isn’t enough. 
Just because you made a hit with “On 
the Road” last year, you didn’t have 
to rush it. Whatever the merits of that 
first one—and it had some, this second 
piece shows immaturity in thought and 
a very confused notion of what it’s all 
about. 


WHAT IS IT ABOUT? A couple 
of young men who've rubbed noses a 
little with Buddhism, just enough so 
they can toss around some esoteric and 
exotic phrases. They think or pretend 
to think that they’re on the road to 
the goal of life and truth. Actually, it's 
a silly mixture, in a sort of California 
Greenwich Village style,. of Hinduism 
plus the far from compatible doctrines 
of the Tibetan, Chinese, Japanese 
branches.

That’s a tradition worth fol- 
lowing, instead of imitating some of 
the cranks and winos along the Embar- 
eadero. And Nob Hill and Telegraph, 
too, have some sophistication, bone- 
deep and not just surface, based on 
culture and a sense of the past and the 
future. It might be a good idea to visit 
there, as well as some of the jumping 
joints on Skid Row. 


YES, JACK, GET with it, with 
the’ willingness to work hard and long 
to learn your craft. Throw this mess 
into the garbage can where it belongs; 
get off the road, put your pants in a 
chair and write and rewrite and revise. 
Work at it, even if your young bums 
won’t, and maybe you'll make the grade 
some day. Don’t be a writing geek—let 
the carnies bite off chicken heads in 
the cheap sideshows!

THE SHORT STORY 
has been defined by Robert 
Penn Warren as being a 
story that is short, and that’s 
making short work of a 
rather complicated matter. 

Often, only an excruciat- 
ingly precise definition will 
fit the kind of story a given 
magazine prints, even if it 

' doesn’t confine itself to such 
specialized subjects as sci- 
ence and detective fiction. 
Anyone who has rummaged 
around in both the Satur- 
day Evening Post and Vogue 
knows something about the 
diversity of fiction, but to 
know much, much more he 
will want to examine the re- 
cently published 1958 Writ- 
er’s Yearbook. 

This is an annual pub- 
lication which prints state- 
ments from periodicals re- 
garding, among other things, 
the kind of fiction they 
print. Every magazine of 
sizable circulation seems to 
be represented, and -speak- 
ing of circulation gives us a 
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amount of advice a@ maga- 
zine offers seems to bear an 
inverse relation to the qual- 
ity of its fiction; the fewer 
literary rules set forth, the 
better the stories. 


THE NEW YORKER, 
for instance, contents itself 
with one requirement for fic- 
tion: that it be good. An Es- 
quire editor, possibly glaring 
over an unsolicited manu- 
scripts, says, “We are look- 
ing for literature, rather 
than magazine fiction, and 
we know what we are saying 
and we are serious about it.” 
By way of proof he lists a 
number of writers whose 
work Esquire published or 
bought last year, and these 
include Albert Camus, Nel- 
son Algren, Frank O’Connor, 
Wallace Stegner and Angus 
Wilson. ! 


Harper’s Bazaar says, “Lit- 
erary distinction and vital- 
ity, rather than the theme or 
a so-called woman's angle, 
guide our selections.” 

It’s a different story with 
Personal Romance. Its read- 
ers, mostly women, are in- 
terested in “love, babies 
and spiritual values, in that 
order,” says its fiction edi- 
tor. “Poignant stories with

ROBERT CROMIE, who saw many fires as a war 
correspondent in both the Pacific and European theaters, 
written an exciting story about the Great Chicago Fire 
of October, 1871.. Through careful research, including rec- 
ords of first-hand accounts by witnesses of the disaster, Re- 
Cromie has written a thrilling historical narrative. 
The writer found no proof the fire was started by Mrs. 
Kate O’Leary’s cow kicking over a lantern in a barn on 
DeKoven street. His account follows the path of destruc- 
tion as the fire destroyed bridges, great public buildings, 
hotels and show-place mansions. People fled in terror, 
children, the aged, or treasured belongings. There 
are accounts of heroism and of cowardice, and of the work 
of the fire fighters who tried vainly to quench the flames. 
Cromie, a Chicago Tribune sports writer, has given the 
reader a vidid picture of a piece of American folklore. 
There are 16 pages of illustrations, including some previ-

Prophet's Mistake 


How Shaw Lagged Behind His Age 


BERNARD SHAW AND THE NINETEENTH-CENTURY 
TRADITION, by Julian B. Kaye. (Oklahoma University 
Press, 222 pgs., $4.)

BERNARD SHAW (1856-1950), according to Julian 
B. Kaye, made the mistake of not out-growing the nine- 
teenth century. A representative prophet of another time and 
place, he continued after World War I to prophesy accord- 
ing to concepts and assumptions no longer valid or useful. 

Shaw was out of step with the world, not because he was 
a radical or a socialist but because he assumed that the 
humanistic and liberal values that the late nineteenth cen- 
tury accepted as true were still in force after Verdun and 
Versailles, As a political commentator Shaw was inept, con- 
cludes Mr. Kaye, or he would never have reconciled himself 
to many of the economic, social, and political practices of 
Mussolini, Stalin and Hitler. His faith in socialism made him 
overlook many of the injustices committed by these dicta- 
torships: “the passionate devotee of individual liberty ... 
supported almost every kind of authoritarianism.” 

To support his thesis that Shaw “gave, for the last 35 

years of his life, the wrong answers to almost all the ques- 
tions that have perplexed our age,” Mr. Kaye surveys many 
of the trends in nineteenth century thinking. 
SAMUEL BUTLER’S ATTACK on the Neo-Darwin- 
ians and mechanism; Carlyle’s puritanism and worship of 
order, responsibility, and work; Goethe’s “modern manifesto 
of the mysterious force of creative evolution”; Ruskin’s so- 
cialism and esthetics; Blake and Shelley’s dismissal of organ- 
ized religion; Nietzsche’s concept of the superman; Morris’s 
devotion to socialism and beauty—all contributed to Shaw’s 
thinking and are part of the nineteenth-century Weltan- 
schauung he represents. 

More striking is Mr, Kaye's analysis of the strong rela- 
tionship between Shaw and the positivism of Comte, the 
philosophy of John Stuart Mill, and the pragmatism and 
religious thought of William James. His survey of Shaw’s 
critique of Marx, his interest in Henry George, and his simi- 
larity to Edward Bellamy provides a brief but interesting 
economic survey of the last half of the century. Shaw’s high 
regard for Ibsen and the early Wagner is apparent in the 
analysis of his two books on these two great artists. 

The author’s generous citation of over 20 important think- 
ers of the past century reveals the tradition of Shaw’s 
thinking. The most valuable contribution the author makes is 
his comment on the romantic elements in Shaw, who prided 
himself in being free from the illusory world of the roman- 
tics. Yet his illusions that most problems were of economic 
origin and that most civil liberties would survive in non- 
democratic states prevented him from acknowledging the hor- 
rors inherent in the societies dominated by Stalin and Hitler. 


THE WEAKNESS IN THE BOOK is that Mr, Kaye 
limits himself to Shaw the philosopher; we see part of the 
thinker, but discover little about Shaw the artist, the vitalist, 
the reformer, or what Eric Bentley calls “the fool in Christ.” 
Hence sometimes Mr. Kaye takes as a flat Shavian utter- 
ance from the heavy-headed Prospero what is a statement 
from the Shaw appearing as Ariel or Puck.

THIS SEASON THE REVOLUTION is running 
the Civil War a close second as subject matter. Besides 
the above three titles. recently published, another is shortlv 
to appear: “The Spirit of *Seventy-Six: The Story of the 
American Revolution as Told by Participants,” two fat 
volumes edited by Henry S. Commager and Richard B. 
Morris, which Bobbs-Merrill is bringing out. 

“The American Heritage Book of the Revolution” Is a 
beauty, there’s no question about-that. It contains more 
than 600 pictures, 183 in full color, and these are the main 
show. They are chiefly reproductions of Eighteenth and Nine- 
teenth Century paintings and of contemporary sketches. 

The narrative is by two authors whose names are a guar- 
antee both of quality and readability. Bruce Lancaster, 
author of numerous historical novels and histories, includ- 
ing the recent “From Lexington to Liberty,” contributes 
the major portion. And if the reader wants military his- 
tory that is vivid, colorful, fast-moving and at the same time 
accurate, he will find it here. 

One of England’s best historians, who is also an authority 
on the Eighteenth Century, Dr. J. H. Plumb, contributes 
an opening chapter, which is a particularly brilliant, witty 
and succinct piece of writing, employing a broad sweep to 
set the stage for the ensuing events. 

Lavish is the word for the total assembly, and especially 
for the care bestowed on it by the American Heritage edi- 
tors, who fully maintain the high standard of their previ- 
ous publications. Altogether, this volume has genuine 
magnificence and should make a fine gift in any family, 
especially where there is a budding historian. 


IN “FIRST LADY OF THE REVOLUTION” 
Katharine Anthony, well remembered for her biographies of 
Catherine the Great, Marie Antoinette, Susan B. Anthony, 
and others, has brought to life a half-forgotten personage 
of the Revolution, Mercy Otis Warren. In doing this she 
has performed a service and done it with her usual com 
petence. The title of “First Lady of the Revolution” is 
one that Miss Anthony bestows on Mrs. Warren, but on 
the evidence presented it seems a happy one. And it 
agrees with the estimate formed of her by an earlier gen- 
eration of American writer 

Mercy Otis Warren (1728-1814) was the sister of the 
Massachusetts Patriot James Otis who led the opposition 
to the Stamp Act and the writs of assistance, and the wife 
of another Patriot James Warren, by whom she had five 
sons. But her title to fame rests on what she herself did 
to inspire the revolutionary cause. With the dedicated revo- 
lutionary spirit that was bred into her and possessing un- 
usual talent both for literature and politics, she became in 
a manner the poet laureate of the patriot cause—which 
was no mean feat for a woman in. those days. 

She had striking originality of mind, a powerful intellect 
and strong convictions. Her works include several plays— 
none of which was ever performed but all were widely read 
as pamphiets. Two, “The Adulateur” and “The Group” 
were satirical, which in itself is interesting since satire 
by a woman writer was until then unheard of. 


BARON LUDWIG VON CLOSEN was aide-de- 
camp to Rochambeau during the Revolution. He left behind 
an account of his military experiences in America which 
has long lain neglected and untranslated, being available to 
scholars only in a hand-written transcript. It is now trans- 
lated and published in full by the Institute of Early Ameri- 
can History and Culture at Williamsburg, Virginia, com- 
plete with annotation, bibliography and illustrations. 

The Baron’s account is a lively one. He employed his 
power of observation to good effect, giving a comprehensive 
picture of American social life and institutions. And he 
describes in detail the French Army’s march to Yorktown 
and the siege that ended the war. 

For readefs who like to go to original sources for their 
history, here is a volume that should prove much to their 
liking, as well as being certain of a welcome from scholars.

A Judge Sees Red 


Let’s abolish boxing,” 
writes Harold Barnes in the 
Saturday Evening Post, “It’s 
legalized murder.” 


Barnes has been a boxing 
judge tire past 37 years and 
estimates that he has judged 
6000 bouts. Now, at 63 years 
of age, he says he’s had 
enough although he recently 
applied for a renewal of his 
judge’s license. 3 

In his article, Barnes goes 
into some of the ring trage- 
dies of the past. He relates 
details of some bouts which 
cost the life of one of the 
contenders. 

He sets forth all the famil- 
iar arguments against boxing 
that have been repeated over 
and over again. They were 
just as true 37 years ago as 
they are today, if not more 
SO,

sions have cut down the 
number of serious injuries. 
Officials today halt a con- 
test when a boxer is in dan- 
ger of serious injury much 
more quickly than officials 
used to do. 

All of this Barnes admits 
and states that he does not 
think the boxing game is the 
jungle it has been pictured. 
He says he nevér was ap- 
proached with a bribe offer. 
He knows no Managers of 
fighters. He won’t associate 
with them for fear of being 
accused of being influenced 
in hig decisions. 


“It (boxing) is a _ sport 
which can be a most moving 
experienée for those who 
watch it,” he writes, “and I 
like to feel that I am con- 
tributing to keeping the 
sport as decent as it can be.” 

He recalls his suspension 
by Commissioner Eddie 
Eagan following a decision 
Barnes and the referee, 
Harry Ebbetts, gave to Mid- 
dleweight Jake La Motta in 
a bout with Robert Villemain 
of France, 


Barnes says he thought 
La Motta won it. So did 
Referee Ebbetts. The second 
judge saw it the other way 
and the suspension followed. 

“I always thought Eagan 
the weakest commissioner of 
any I worked for and not 
because of my suspension,” 
Barnes writes. “But he al- 
ways seemed to be more in- 
terested in what other peo- 
ple thought than in backing 
up his officials.” 

After outlining the Eagan 
system of se in New 
York, which is by rounds 
with a supplementary point 
system, he writes that he 
believes an accumulative 
point scoring should be used 
instead. 

He also declares that most 
of the officials he has 
worked with are professional 
men of the highest caliber,

He had heard the argu- 
ments many times before, 
too, and shrugged them off. 
But he did say: 


“Of one thing you may be 
sure, boxing will die of 
itself because of lack of tal- 
ent, if present conditions are 
not changed. I have advised 
boy after boy who has come 
to me about boxing to do 
something else. There’s no 
money in it any more, except 
for the very few. 

“Television has changed 
the picture completely. A 
boy, after becoming a tele- 
vision boxer, may get four 
bouts a year at $4000 each. 
That’s $16,000 a year. When 
he is finished he may have 
$5000 or $6000 per year for 
himself, and he only has that 
for a few years. 


“TI tell a- boy, ‘Go get your- 
self a job, you'll be better 
off than in boxing.’ 


“A television boxing show 
is a $100,000 production but 
the boxers get the least out 
of it. Why, one of the an- 
nouncers gets more than the 
main event fighters. The rest 
goes for charges for the use 
of television and for pro- 
moters and other expenses. 


“There is very little to rec- 
ommend boxing to a boy 
these days and unless there 
is more chance for financial 
reward for the boxers, there 
just won’t be any more box- 
ing in a few years. 


“The best thing that could 


* happen would be for the tele- 


vision shows to be dropped,” 
Gainford concluded.

NEW YORK is a wonderful place to visit but I 
wouldn’t live there unless they gave me an extra pair 
of feet, Something happens to me when I get to New 
York as I did last weekend. I lose all sense of perspec- 

ate etateessctsttss: —_— tive and walk and walk 
as if I were on wings. 
Later, in my hotel room, 
I find I was on high 
heels, aching arches, 
mangled metatarsals, 
and assorted corns and 
bunions. 

Of course I don’t 
make the same mistakes 
I used to make on my 
first trips to New York. 
How naive I was then, 
how dazzled by all the 
glamour. Why, I can re- 
member walking along 
Fifth avenue, from Fifty- 
eighth to Thirty-eighth 
street, and then crossing 
over and walking back.

At the hotel I bathed my throbbing feet in alternate 
showers of hot and cold water.

THERE WERE the lights spread out like jewelry on 
lack velvet.

Some highlights: (1) Beware of dealers who 
advertise standard brand items at low price, then switch 
you to higher-priced off-brand items with excuse that 
those advertised are sold out or that the substitutes are 
better. . . .

I realized that in future 
there would be many important 
changes in my way of living 
but I had since realized 
that life is up of a series 
of adjustments. If you have 
been married for 40 years and 
if your husband has been Presi- 
dent of the United States for 
a dozen years, you have made 
personal readjustments many 
times, some superficial, some 
fundamental. 


My husband and I had come 
through the years with an ac- 
ceptance of each other’s faults 
and foibles, a deep understand- 
ing, warm affection and agree- 
ment on essential values. We 
depended on each other. Be- 
cause Franklin could not walk, 
I was accustomed to doing 
things that most wives expect 
their husbands to do; the plan- 
ning of the routine of living 
centered around his needs and 
he was so busy that I was 
obliged to meet the children’s 
needs as well. 


Readjustments in one’s 
inner life have te go on for- 
ever, I think, but my main 
decisions probably were 
made by the end of the first 
year. It was Fala, my hus- 
band’s little dog, which never 
really readjusted. Once, in 
1945, when Gen. Eisenhower 
came to lay a wreath on 
Franklin’s grave, the gates 
of the regular driveway were 
opened and his automobile 
approached the house accom- 
panied by the wailing of the 
sirens of a police escort. 
When Fala heard the sirens, 
his legs straightened out, 
his ears pricked up and I 
knew that he expected to see 
his master coming down the 
drive as he had come so 
many times. 


g 


Later, when we were living 
in the cottage, Fala always lay 
near the dining-room door 
where he could watch both en- 
trances just as he did when his 
master was there. Franklin 
would often decide suddenly to 
go somewhere and Fala had to 
watch both entrances in order 
to be ready to spring up and 
join the party on short notice. 
Fala accepted me after my hus- 
band’s death, but I was just 
some one to put up with until 
the master should _ return. 
Many dogs eventually forget. 
I felt that Fala never really 
forgot. Whenever he heard the 
sirens he became alert and felt 
again that he was an important 
being, as he had felt when he 
was traveling with Franklin. 
Fala is buried now in the rose 
garden at Hyde Park and I 
hope he is no longer troubled 
— need for any readjust- 
ment. 


I had few definite plans 
but I knew there were certain 
things I did not want to do. I 
did not want to run an elab- 
orate household again. I did 
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GEN. EISENHOWER placing a wreath on the President's 


grave.

not want to cease trying to be 
useful in some way. I did not 
want to feel ola—and I seldom 
have. In the years since 1945 I 
have known various phases of 
loneliness that are bound to 
occur when people no longer 
have a busy family life. But 
without particularly planning 
it, I have made the necessary 
adjustments to a different way 
of living, and I have enjoyed 
almost every minute of it and 
almost everything about it. 

In the years immediately 
after Franklin’s death I dis- 
covered that financial matters 
could be rather nightmarish be- 
cause I was not a trained busi- 
ness woman. At first I focused 
mainly on cutting down ex- 
penses and earning enough 
money to meet my regular bills. 
Franklin had been too busy 
during the last years to settle 
his mother’s estate, which 
meant that now both estates 
had to be settled, and this took 
a long time. 


In 1933, when we first 
went into the White House, 
I had stopped sharing many 
of the expenses I had previ- 
ously carried jointly with my 
husband. This had left me 
free to use most of my in- 
herited income—about $8000 
a year— for clothes, which in 
Washington, and for almost 
the first time as far as I 
was concerned, were an im- 
portant item. Then whatever 
I earned by writing and 
speaking could be used for 
my personal interests and 
charities. 


But from the day of my hus- 
band’s death it was clear that 
I would have to meet all the 
daily expenses of the apartment 
in New York and, for a short 
time, of the big place at Hyde 
Park, which had a considerable 
payroll. Luckily, my husband 
had left me two life insurance 
policies. 

I used their proceeds while 
awaiting settlement of the es- 
tate, which amounted to ap-

proximately $1,000,000. Then I 
had to make another decision. 
I could live on what my hus- 
band had left me and stop 
working, or I could continue to 
work and pay most of what I 
earned to the Government in 
taxes. 


I don’t suppose there was 
really much of a decision to 
make because, of course, I 
wanted to go on working. In 
my new position, however, be- 
cause of the tax laws I could 
no longer give my earnings to 
people or organizations in 
which I was interested. I had 
to establish a charity fund into 


which I put all earnings from 
lectures, which amount to 
about 30 per cent of my in- 
come. The laws permit me to 
give that much to tax-exempt 
charities, educational institu- 
tions, hospitals and churches.

When I am in New York, I 
live alone in a four-room 
apartment in the East Sixties, 
having given.up my Washing- 
ton Square apartment a few 
years after Franklin’s death. 
There were originally two bed- 
rooms on the second floor but 
one of them I-converted into 
my office and the other I had 
divided into two small bed- 
rooms so that I could have an 
occasional overnight guest. On 
the first floor there is a kitch- 
en and a very small space sup- 
posed to serve as both entrance 


hall and dining area. Actually, 
the living room does double 
duty as living and dining room, 
although it is not large enough 
to accommodate a dining-room 
table as well as other furniture. 


Since I seer Wises lunch-

Dr. Dooley of St. Louis in Bangkok, Headed for Medical Mission 


Four years ago as he 
treated hapless refugees from 
Vietnam, a young American 
doctor dreamed of supplying 
medical aid to the remote 
villages of Southeast Asia. 
Today his dream is becom- 
ing reality, largely because 
of his ability to sell himself.

BANGKOK, Oct. 25 (AP). 

“THAT YOUNG AMERICAN 
DOCTOR” is back agajn. 

To the Thai and Laotian, 
that young American doctor is 
Tom Dooley of St. Louis, med- 
icine’s missionary (self-ap- 
pointed) in Southeast Asia. 

He’s here now, with 29 tons 
of medical supplies and two 
assistants, bound for a remote 
valley of northern Laos to set 
up a clinic. 


It wasn't pa long ago that

“But you can attract them 
with a personality — meaning 
me, for the moment—and if 
that gets the job done, there 
shouldn't be any complaints.

DOOLEY PROVED he was 
more than an after-dinner 
speaker by retu 
east Asia. During 
visit, he spent more than a 
year in the Laotian interior, 
tending the sick and diseased. 

Early this year, Dooley re- 
turned to the United States for 
another round of after-dinner 
speeches, appealing for funds 
and support for his medical 
program. The support grew. 

Dooley made more than 100 
speeches and saw as many 
Dooley fan clubs take root, He

got American pharmaceutical 
firms to contribute $1,000,000 
in medical supplies and equip- 
ment. He appealed to American 
school children and college stu- 
dents for a dime each and 
raised $150,000 

Some of his backing was 
totally unexpected.

his work and immediately be- 
gan making plans for a dance 
to raise $35, enough money to 
buy smallpox vaccine for 500 
Laotian villagers.

I would like to help,” she said. 

“See what I mean?” said

DOOLEY, DAVIS AND 
RHINE have a long trip ahead 
of them. 

The Thai national railroad 
will take the 29 tons of equip- 
ment from this seaport on the 
Gulf of Siam, northward 
through Thailand to the Lao- 
tian border by special train. 
Dooley will truck it to the 
Laotian town of Vientiane. 
Dooley, Davis and Rhine will 
set out from there by boat on 
an eight- to 10-day trip to the 
village of Nam-Tha on the 
China frontier. 

There,;in the deep rain for- 
ests, Dooley plans to set up and 
supply a 30-bed hospital to 
serve the 40,000 villagers of the 
valley who have never seen a 
white man. 


Dooley will operate a clinic 
and train local people to the 
point where they can eventu- 
ally take over from the Ameri- 
cans.

“RECENTLY MISS DORIAN LEIGH, one of America’s 
most widely known models—she now runs her own model 
agency in Paris—wrote a piece for a French magazine 
whith she titled “Give Me European Men Any Time.” The

men or not. They sug- 
gested she keep the ar- 
ticle intact but title it 
“Give Me American Men 
Any Time.” Miss Leigh 
dutifully made the 
changes to fit the needs 
of her readers. 

Since we're on the op- 
posite side of the fence, 
we were much more in- 
terested in the first idea, 
and sought out Miss 
Leigh to get her original 
views on the subject. 
; " This she agreed to do. 

Miss Leigh said: 

ART BUCHWALD “The difference be- 
tween American men and Frenchmen in their attitude 
toward women is the same as their attitude toward auto- 
mobiles. An American man always wants the latest model 
automobile and seems always willing to trade in his old 
car for a new one. The Frenchman is not so much con- 
cerned with whether a car is new. He only wants to know 
if it works. If a Frenchman buys a new car, he doesn’t 
trade in his old one. He keeps both. A Frenchman’s atti- 
tude toward women is the same. If his wife is working 
satisfactorily in the home and her performance is reason- 
able, he keeps her, but this doesn’t prevent him from 
acquiring a new model. 
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“The American man, on the other hand, takes 
things like marriage far more seriously. He is 
‘ much more idealistic. He thinks you should be in 
love with your wife or not live with her. There- 
fore when he discovers he’s fallen in love with his 
secretary or his best friend’s wife, he gets a 
divorce and marries the woman he thinks he 
loves. He has feelings of guilt about keeping two 
cars in two different garages at the same time. 


“THE FRENCHMAN, on the other hand, if he falls in 
sove with his secretary or his best friend’s wife, or both, 
works out a system to use all three. He doesn’t have to 
give up any of them. While a cheating American husband 
resorts to tranquilizers, psychiatrists, or becomes plastered 
before he goes home at night, the Frenchman has peace 
of mind, even when he is in love with three women at 
the same time.” 

Miss Leigh said Frenchmen, while willing to go astray, 
are far more thrifty about it than American men. “In the 
beginning a Frenchman might spend a few francs on a 
girl, but he prefers to remain above money,” she said. 
“He feels he is bringing love and romance into some poor 
woman's life, and if, God forbid, he should send her flowers, 
the whole thing might descend into crass commercialism. 
The most important thing to a Frenchman is to keep his 
household going. He would never stint at home in favor 
of another woman because if he did the quality of the 
food in his house might fall off.” 


Frenchmen, and for that matter European 
men, Miss Leigh said, are far more interested in a 
woman’s anatomy than American men. 

“An American man only comments about a 
woman’s bosom or her legs. A European man 
keeps a complete catalogue. He may compliment 
you on your collarbone, or your elbow or your 
knee. It doesn’t matter if you’re pretty or not, 
he will always find something about you that he 
likes. In America, except when they go out, women 
tend to dress like men. They wear blue jeans, 

_ghirts and sneakers, That’s why they have towels 
‘with HIS and HERS. Even in drying themselves, 
American women demand equality.” 


, ‘ANOTHER DIFFERENCE between the two male groups, 
according to Miss Leigh, is that in America men think they 
should have rapport with women. In France, a French- 
man would think it’s important not to have rapport with 
a woman. If he wants to be understood he joins a hunting 
club. 

Miss Leigh said she thinks European women have dif- 
ferent attitudes toward their men. “For example,” she said, 
“in Italy if a woman’s husband goes astray, she doesn’t 
get angry. She says, ‘I can wait. Eventually he’s going to 
be fat and ugly and old and nobody is going to want him 
and then I'll get even.’ The Spanish woman stays at home 
and pretends nothing is happening. She has no feeling of 
reyenge. The Frenchwoman, on the other hand, doesn’t 
remain at home. She knows if her husband is tired of 
her; there is always someone else’s husband who is tired 
of his wife, and it all comes out even in the end. 

“The American wife, on the other hand, immediately 
seeks out her lawyer.” 

“What about English women?” we asked. 

“T wouldn't dare take up the subject of the English,” 
Miss Leigh said. “They're far too strange for me. I don’t 
think the British men are aware that theré are such things 
as British women.”

That's Why Alumni Gather to Honor Manual Training; Closed 41 Years Ago

WHEN WE HEARD that the 
annual reunion of the St. Louis 
Manual Training School, which 
has been held in St. Louis 
nearly every year for the past 
35 years, was scheduled again 


this year, we made it a point 
to be at the Chase Hotel for the 


gathering. We were curious 
to find out what it is that 
makes this group of middle- 
aged and elderly men meet 
each year, some traveling half- 
way across the country, to at- 
tend any high school reunion, 
let alone a school that no 
longer exists and hasn't for 41 
years. 


When we arrived we found 
ourselves in the midst of what 
appeared to be a meeting of 
distinguished senior citizens. 
Some of them were around the 
bar having drinks, others were 
milling around the room renew- 
ing old acquaintances and ev- 
eryone was in a gay mood. ° 


We were taken in tow by Ray 
Schaefer, secretary and spark- 
plug of the association; who 
volunteered to tell us some- 
thing about the group and its 
reason for being. To begin 
with, he pointed out, there were 
89 men present at this year’s 
reunion and they ranged in age 
from their middle sixties to 
one man of 90 years, now the 
oldest living member of the 
alumni association. 


Unless you are a native of 
St. Louis and past your middle 
years, you may never have 
heard of the St. Louis Manual 
Training School. It was a part 
of Washington University and 
it existed from 1880 to 1917. 
During the years of its exist- 
ence it turned out 1346 gradu- 
ates. The roster of those still 
living, many of them in St. 
Louis and the rest scattered 
over the United States, now 
numbers 438. 


The number, of course, 
dwindles each year and it 
can never be increased. Un- 
like ordinary alumni groups 
which are self-perpetuating, 
Schaefer pointed out, this 
one is a closed fraternity. It 
will last only as long as its 
last member. 


As one who had avoided at- 
tending even one high school 
reunion, we were somewhat 
curious. St. Louis Manual 
Training School, Schaefer was 
quick to point out, was no or- 
dinary high school. Quite the 
contrary. 


It was, in fact, a school that 
made history. When it started, 
and for many years thereafter, 
it was the only school of its 
kind in existence. It became 
famous and is credited by stu- 
dents of the hi8tory of educa- 


tion with having ed the 
course of elementary education 
both in this country and 


abroad. By virtue of having 
gone there, Schaefer said, its 
students shared a unique ex- 
perience. 


The school was created, ac- 
cording to a history of the in- 
stitution by the United States 
Department of Education, te 
meet the demands of an era. 
Boys with good educations 
shrank from manual labor. 
And boys who went directly 
into apprenticeships in shops 
and factories had no oppor- 
tunity for a regular education. 
Purpose of the school was to 
provide boys with a sound high 
school education, at the same 
time make them proficient 
with the tools of the wood- 
worker, the blacksmith and the 
mechanic. 


Students spent half their 
days in the classroom, half in 
the shops. St. Louis was ex- 
panding rapidly as an in- 
dustrial center. College educa- 
tions weéren’t as common as 
they are today and there was 
a great demand for young men 
with with both academic and 
manual training. In the three- 
year course the boys learned 
mathematics, science, history, 
English and foreign languages 
in the morning, mechanical 
drawing and the use of tools 
in the afternoon. 


Some of the students, Schae- 
fer related, went on to Wash- 
ington University and received 
degrees in engineering. Others 
went straight from the school 
into industry. But all are now 
classified as Washington U. 
alumni, whether they went on 
to the university or not. 


The school was at the 
southwest corner of Ejight- 
eenth and Washington, and 
it’s hard to visualize the 
spot now as having been al- 
most rural. The building was 
surrounded by broad acres 
of playing fields. Just a 
block er se away was Smith 
Academy, a strictly academic 
high school also maintained 
by Washington University, 
and six blocks beyond, at 
what is now Beaumont and 
Locust but which was then 
almost rural wilds, was Mary 
Institute. 


Within a few years after it 
was founded, there was a cer- 
tain cachet connected with be- 
ing a student at Manual Train- 
ing School, particularly after 
the students started winning 
awards. Framed samples of tool 
work done at the school. were 
sent to the Paris Exposition of 
1889 and won a gold medal. 
They also won awards at the 
Albany, N.Y., exposition and at 
Chicago. 


By the early 1890s Manual 
Training vas the most popular 
secondary school in town and 
admission was eagerly sought 
by elementary students. By the 
turn of the century, according 
to the history, the school was 
sending more boys into college 
and professional training than 
any other ‘high school. Edu- 
cators came from many parts 
of the world to take a look at 
this remarkable school. Amon 
those who toured the schoo 
were Sir John Duke Coleridge, 
Lord Chief Justice of England; 
former President Hayes, Pres- 
ident Porfirio Diaz of Mexico, 
Prince Walkowski and Prin-

The day came, because of the 
influence of Manual Training 
High School, when § public 
schools added manual training 
and the public school system 
here established free technical 
schools. Manual Training High 
had served its —. In 
1915 it was combined with its 
ancient rival, Smith Academy. 
Then in 1917 the combined 
school was closed. 


“It was along about 1923,” 
Schaefer recalled, “that sev- 
eral of us ‘from the old school 
were sitting around chewing 
the fat in Bob Miller’s print 
shop on Pine street. We came 
to realize we had something 
unusual in common. We de- 
cided there ought to be an 
alumni association and we 
should have a reunion.” 


Schaefer and the rest of the 
group started looking up every 
alumnus they could find and 
the first reunion was held that 
year. Schaefer, who is a 
watchman at Washington Uni- 
versity, got together a com- 
plete roster and had it printed. 
He located a lot of men in 
other cities and wrote to them. 
At the first reunion they had 
coffee and doughnuts and sat 
around and talked about old 
times. 


Schaefer has graphs and 
charts which show how attend- 
ance has been through the 
years, how many members are 
still alive. Figuring the aver- 
age graduation age at 18, about 
the youngest a man can be to 
belong to the group is 59. 

“We got a man here this 
year who is 90 years old,” he 
said, “I want you to meet him. 
He’s the oldest living member 
now.” Schaefer brought over 
Edward B. Fay of Chatham, 
N.J., a tall, straight, gray- 
haired man who told us he 
was born in Waukegan, IIl., 
moved te St. Louis with his 
family in 1881. He was grad- 
uated from the school in 1886, 
the third class. 


“There were 45 in my 
class,” he recalled. “We had 
two te three hours of shop 
work every day. The first 
year it was woodwork, the 
second year blacksmithing, 
the third year, the machine 
shop. The school was a great 
asset to me. I went on to 
Washington University and 
became a civil engineer. I 
was a consulting engineer 
here in St. Louis for 38 
years. Now I spend my win- 
ters in New Jersey and my 
summers in Wisconsi I’ve 
been back for a hal? dozen 
reunions.” 


“Now,” said Schaefer, “I 
want you to meet the man who 
came the longest distance.” 
This turned out to be W. J. 
Bryan, who was graduated from 
the school’s last class in 1917. 
His full name is William Jen- 
nings Bryan and his father was 
a first cousin of the famous 
Democratic political figure. 
“And my father,” Bryan said, 
“graduated from the school in 
the very first class, in 1883. 
My father, John L. Bryan, was 
the man who started the Mis- 
souri Meerschaum pipe factory 
at Washington, Mo. 


By the time he went to the 
school, Bryan said, it was at 
its second location, which was 
on Enright near Union. Some 
of the veterans seem to think 
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Old Manual Training School at Eighteenth and Washington. 


that moving the school out 
there was one of the causes 
of its demise. It was too far 
out in the country. 


“We thought it was the best 
school in the world,” Bryan 
said, “with the most wonderful 
motto: ‘A cultured mind and a 
skillful hand.” After he was 
graduated from Washington 
University, Bryan went to 
work for General Motors, rose 
to an executive position in 
Detroit, and now has a dealer- 
ship in Beverly Hills, Calif. 


While we were talking to 
Fay and Bryan, our attention 
was drawn to a miniature can- 
non on the rostrum. “That was 
a student work project,” 
Schaefer explained, “and here's 
the man who made it.” He in- 
troduced us to Walter A. Heim- 
buecher, University City’s di- 
rector of public works, the 
city’s first and only city engi- 
neer. 


“Before we could get a 
diploma,” Heimbuecher ex- 
plained, “we had to complete 
a project satisfactory to the 
faculty. I decided to make 
this cannon. Lift it.” We 
lifted it. 

“It weighs about 65 pounds,” 
he said. “I started it in my 
last year, 1897, in the ma- 
chine shop at the school. It 
is an exact duplicate, even 
to the metals, of a United 
States Army cannon. And the 
funny part is, I just wrote a 
letter to the War Department 
and they sent me the exact 
specifications. Imagine trying 
to do that teday. The metal 
was mixed, the patterns for 
the easting, and the parts 
were all made by Heimbuech- 
er at the school. “It took me 
from Feb. 1 to June 1. Will 
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it fire? I made a cannon ball 
for it and it put a dent as 
big as your fist in a piece 
of quarter-inch boiler plate.” 


It was time for Heimbeucher, 
president of the association, to 
call the gathering to dinner. 
We were assigned to a table of 
men who had been graduated 
in 1898, 1901 and 1902. Over 
the fruit cocktail I struck up 
an acquaintance with the man 
on my right, Ed Musick, who 
announced that he was 75 years 
old. He didn’t look a day over 
65. It may have had something 
to do with the breakfasts he 
eats. He is a square-jawed man 
with a strong body, never sick 
a day in his life. Every morn- 
ing, he related, he ¢rumbles a 
shredded wheat biscuit in a 
bowl. On top of that he puts a 
handful of bran. On that goes 
some chopped up stewed apri- 
cots and on that a handful of 
raisins. He tops it with half a 
pint of cream, no sugar. Keeps 
him feeling fine. “Try it,” he 
said. 

Anyway, Musick is president 
of the Musick Plating Co., 
which was founded by his fath- 
er and which has been in busi- 
ness here for 78 years. His 
father sent him to Manual 
Training School because it was 
just the — for a boy who 
was going to follow him in the 
plating business. 

Next to him was Ray Hop- 
pius, a foreman in the city 
street department. Hoppius was 
in the eighth grade of a public 
school when Manual Training 
School sent word around that 
anyone wanting to go to Man- 
ual could do so by passing a 
special examination.

A. W. Smith, also of the 


class of 1898, told us his father, 
Anthony W. Smith, fought in 
the Civél War. Just the last 
90 days, he explained. His 
father was an early manufac- 
turer of engines in St. Louis 
and sent him to the school so 
he could follow in the business. 
But his father died and the 
business closed and he went 
into the contracting business. 
He now lives in Newark, N.J. 


During the dinner we learned 


that the boys at Manual Train- 
ing looked on the boys at Smith 
Academy “well, not exactly as

“Worst day I ever had in 
my life,” said Musick, “was 
when I made a bet with a 
boy from Smith on Bryan 
‘against McKinley. I had to 
push a peanut around the 
block with my nose, with a 
bunch of those 
Smith following me 
yelling and kicking me in 
the behind.” 


“Tl hate to admit it,” one of 
the men recalled, “but they 
had a good football team. Beat 
us nearly every year.” 


Manual Training School, one 
could gather, was anything but 
a sissy school, physically or 
scholastically. “They didn’t 
have any use for a boy who 
didn’t mean business,” Murphy 
said. “Any boy whe didn’t 
make his grades, or who shirked 
his shop work, found himself 
right out of school.” 


It was the first school, the 
men recalled, to take students 
on field trips. They visited 
factories and machine shops in 
St. Louis and steel mills across 
the river, to see at first hand 
how things were done, some- 
thing pretty revolutionary in 
those days. 


Walter Brady, a lawyer, 
stopped at the table. “When 
the automobile came along,” he 
recalled, “we started learning 
what made them tick.

Leonard C. Martin, a real 
estate dealer, was named treas- 
urer and Schaeier was elected 
secretary as usual. 


Retiring president Heimbue- 
cher asked the men to stand 
for a moment of silence in 
respect “to the 23 schoolmates 
who died since the last re- 
union.” Some of the members 
readjourned at the bar, others 
stood around and chatted for 
a while, but the affair broke up 
pretty early.

This is a big Russell year. 
Not long ago, the cowboy 
artist’s life story was told in a 
big, handsomely printed vol- 
ume, “The Charles M. Russell 
Book,” iy Harold McCracken, 
publish by Doubleday and 
Co. in a $28 limited edition 
and a $23.50 trade edition—a 
book that stands among the 
few really fine publications 
about American art. 

And this month the Smith- 
sonian Institution in Washing- 
ton is holding the largest 
showing ever assembled of 
Russell’s works, an exhibition 
of more than 200 oil paintings, 
watercolors, pen-and-ink draw- 
ings and bronze sculptures. 

A seven-foot statue of Rus- 
sell by John B. Weaver, curator 
of the museum of the Histori- 
cal Society of Montana, will be 
displayed in this show, and it 
will be permanently installed 
in Statuary Hall in the Capitol 
early next year. Posterity is be- 
stowing new recognition on an 
American artist who deserves 
to be called “great.” 

The Russell family was a 
prosperous clan who, late in 


the last century, e-vned a big 
piece of what is now South St. 
Louis, The names of some of 
its branches are perpetuated in 
the names of Russell boule- 
vard, Gustine, Allen, Bent, 
Parker and Ann avenues. 

The first Russell, William, 
came to St. Louis in 1805 and 
bought an undev 432 
acre tract, then sold it to his 
brother James six years later. 
James’s son, Charles Silas Rus- 
sell, was the artist’s father. 

James Russell had once been 
on the point of selling the 
plantation. He took a farewell 
tour of it on the morning be- 
fore the papers were to be 
signed, the morning after a 
heavy rain. At a spot near what 
is now Tholozan avenue, just 
east of the present Morganford 
road, he noticed a streak of 
black in a newly washed gully 
—a vein of coal. James called 
off the sale, and started mining 
coal. 

The Russell plantation was in 
the area now bounded approxi- 
mately by South Kingshighway, 
Arsenal street, Gustine and 
Tholozan avenues, just south of 
Tower. Grove Park. Today this 


‘isa neighborhood of block on 


block of comfortable dwellings, 
with a fringe of industrial de- 
velopment on the west. It was 
then outside the city limits, in 
a section known as Oak Hill, a 
name now applied to a street 
that runs from Tower Grove

enterprise grew into the largest 
firm of its kind in the country. 
George Ward Parker, a civic 
leader, and one of the framers 
of the original St. Louis city 
charter, married James Rus- 
sell’s daughter, Russella Lucy, 
and the fire brick and clay tile 
business was organized as the 
Parker-Russell Mining and 
Manufacturing Co., with a com- 
plex of buildings at Parker 
avenue and Morganford road, 
and a branch in New York. 
Charlie Russell’s father was 
secretary of the firm. In addi- 
tion to these underground re- 
sources, the plantation had a 
surface wealth of fruit farms 
and vineyards. 


Charlie Russell was in line 
for a well-paid career in one 
of these flourishing activities, 
but he turned his back on it. 
The future artist was born on 
March 19, 1864. He was a 
short, stocky, unkempt boy 
who, says McCracken, “seems 
to have been born with a con- 
trary and rather wild tempera- 
ment.” As a youngster, he rode 
his pony over the neatly kept 
South St.. Louis lawns and 
flower beds. In a rare little 
book, “The Old Gravois Coal 
Diggings,” by Mary Jane Boyer 
of Imperial, published in 1952, 
it is related that he even 
eharged his mount over the 
plantings in Shaw’s Garden. 


Before he was in his teens, 
Charlie began playing hooky 
from Oak Hill School, and 
hanging around the riverfront 
where steamboats unloaded 
bales of furs and buffalo robes 
from the western rendezvous, 
and where big horse barns pro- 
vided stock for plains-bound 
wagon trains. 


A strong maverick strain in 
Charlie’s blood may have been 
an infusion from the noted 
Bent family of pioneers. His 
grandmother, the wife of James 
Russell, was Lucy Bent, and 
her four brothers, William, 
Charles, George and Robert 
Bent, all were active fur-trad- 
ers out West. William Bent 
built the first trading post on 

e Arkansas river, and be- 
came the first permanent white 
settler of the Colorado area. 

Charlie’s only quiet activity 
was drawing, carving likenesses 
of neighbors and barnyard 
animals in soap and big Mis- 
os Rape vng or tne teenie 

em c rom the fam 
diggings. 


Charlie’s parents worried 
about his unorthodox interests. 
They decided to let him go 
West for a taste of rough 
frontier life which, they felt, 
would make him satisfied to 
settle down in the clay tile 
business. 


Charlie departed with a 
friend of the family, Wallis 
(Pike) Miller, part owner of a 
sheep ranch in Montana. They 
traveled to Ogden, Utah, in the 
de luxe parlor cars of a Union 
Pacific train. They changed to 
a narrow-gauge Utah Northern 
train, wobbling along on new 
track to Red Rock, Mont. They 
took a stage for the 150 miles 
to Helena, and then they bought 
a four-horse team and wagon 
for the last 200 miles along the 
Big Belt mountains and 
Musselshell river to the high, 
fertile Judith basin, reaching 


their destination in a near 
blizzard. Charlie had come 
home. 


After his first meal out there, 
in a settler’s warm cabin,

young Russell unrolled a flan- 
nel-wrapped bundle. It con- 
tained a paint box, some 
brushes, black crayon and a 
ball of beeswax. At Pike’s be- 
hest, he painted a few horses 
on the backs of old envelopes 
and gave them to the family. 
These were kept around the 
house for a time, his host re- 
called later, and finally were 
tossed into the heating stove. 


That was Charlie’s casual 
beginning as a cowboy artist, 
and that was the typical fate 
of many of his early art ef- 
forts. For the next several 
years, during which he drifted 
among numerous cow out- 
fits, usually as night wran- 
gler, he was never without 
his little roll of painting 
and drawing materials. No- 
body knows how many hun- 
dreds of quick, vividly per- 
ceived sketches he handed 
out to friends. Many, many 
of them were lost, but many 


more gradually came to be- — 


come prized possessions of 
their owners. 


Charlie soon took leave of 
Pike Miller’s sheep ranch, and 
lived for a couple of years 


with Jake Hoover, a rough old 
hunter and trapper who be- 
friended the boy and served 
both as his mentor in western 
life and as_ critic when 
Charlie’s sketches got some de- 
tail not quite right in his por- 
trayals of the creatures and 
characters of the plains. 
People who remembered 
Charlie’s early days in Mon- 
tana told Author McCracken 
that he was a raw, awkward 
boy, inclined to be lazy, but 
who quickly won friends 
wherever he stopped through 
his knack of drawling story- 
telling and his sketches and 
models. They called him Kid 


Russell, and, although he was 
not an expert cowhand, he was 


always welcome in the cow 
camps because he relieved the 
monotony. 

For 11 years, Charlie lived 
the hard life of a cowboy. He 
set up a small homestead, but, 
having no taste for tedious 
log-cutting, he built the very 
minimum of a shack. It amused 
his neighbors, but this was his 
first studio. He devoted more 
and more time to perfecting 
his drawing skill, replenishing 
his supplies on occasional trips 
to St. Louis. His work began 
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One of Russell's most celebrated paintings, a

to attract serious attention, and 
he was frequently referred to 
in Montana newspaper items 
by the term that stuck through- 
out his later career—‘“the cow- 
boy artist.” 

Meantime, he stubbornly re- 
sisted becoming civilized. One 
Widow Oats, who had a home- 
stead near Utica and did laun- 
dry for the local cowpokes, 
had a daughter who remem- 
bered Russell’s indifference to 
neatness. 


“He would wear a shirt,” she 
told McCracken, “until it be- 
came so dirty and greasy that 
it would almost stand up by 
itself, then instead of taking 
it off he would put a new one 
over it—and keep that up all 
winter. By spring he might 
have on half a dozen shirts. 
When the weather started 
warming up he’d start taking 
them off one by one. He would 
be down to bed rock when it 
got hot. The few times that 
mother did any of his washing 
she made him boil the whole 
works before she would touch 
them.” 

One of Russell’s most cele- 
brated paintings was a quick 
watercolor sketch on a two-by- 
four-inch piece of paper. It 


was the savage winter of 1886, 
when, following a summer 
drouth, Montana got the worst 
of a blizzard that paralyzed sev- 
eral western states. When the 
warm Chinook wind melted the 
snow, dead cattle lay all over 
the plains. 


Russell was working with 
Jesse Phelps, a rancher who 
was keeping about 5000 head of 
cattle for the Kaufman-Stadler 
office at Helena. Louis Kauf- 
man wrote to ask how the 
herd had stood the winter, and 
Phelps didn’t have the heart 
to tell how hard-hit it was. 


Russell took the small piece 
of paper and sketched a 
starved steer, with the Kauf- 
man-Stadler brand on _ its 
flank, about ready to keel 
over in the snow while hun- 
gry coyotes waited. It was 
put in an envelope, without 
further report, and mailed 
to Kaufman. The picture 
made the rounds of every bar 
in town, and every stockman 
who saw it despairingly 
gulped down a drink. Thou- 
sands of prints were circu- 
lated throughout the cattle 
country, titled “Last of the 
5000.” The original now 
hangs in the Russell Gallery 
of the Historical Society of 
Montana, at Helena. 


The artist in Russell never 
stopped working. He began 
doing large paintings in oil, 
but he would use any materials 
at hand when necessary. Once 
he spent six months with the 
Blackfeet Indians in Alberta, 
Canada, who readily accepted 
him as a brother of the tribe. 
There he painted on buckskin 
and pieces of wood and tin, 
sometimes chewing the ends of 
matchsticks or green twigs to 
fashion crude brushes. 


When he was 24, Russell sent 
a painting, “Caught in the 
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Act,” to Harper's Weekly.’ It 
showed ranchers interrupting 
the skinning of a stolen beef 
by some Indians. It was pub- 
lished in 1888. He began 'sell- 
ing other works to Frank Les- 
lie’s Illustrated Newspaper, 
and published a portfolio of 
cowboy and Indian scenes, 
Russell was completely happy 
to receive $5 or so for a paint-- 
ing. His biggest commission © 
was a $25 fee for decorating a 
bank vault door—now an un- 
wieldy item in a private col-* 
lection. Money didn’t mean 
much to him. Once a friend . 
told him he was foolish to trade 
a painting for a pair of pants. © 
Replied Russell: 


“Well, I couldn't wear the 
picture, and I had to have- 
some pants.” 


But Russell's fortunes. 
changed when he met and mar- - 
ried a comely ‘girl, Nancy 
Cooper, from Kentucky. They 
lived in poverty for a time, but.. 
Nancy encouraged him to con-. 
centrate on his painting. Some 
of his oils were exhibited at’ 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposi- ~ 
tion in St. Louis. Then Nancy - 
and Charlie got ready for a trip 
to New York, where Frederic 
Remington’s western scenes al- 
ready were commanding high 
prices. 

George Ward Parker of St. 
Louis, the 80-year-old son of 
the original member of: the 
Parker-Russell firm and -the 
artist’s first cousin, was run- 
ning the New York branch 
then, and he took the Ruégsells 
out to dinner, 


“T'll never forget that ex- 
perience,” he said the other 
day. “Charlie came in the 
clothes he wore every- 
where—high cowboy boots, 
his Montana hat pushed back 
on his head, and a bright - 
sash tied around his waist. . 
He was about 5 feet 10, but 
a big man in the chest. 
Everybody stopped in their 


tracks at the mere sight of * 
him.” 


After some setbacks, Russell 
established a solid New York’ 
market. In 1911, he had his 
first one-man show there, got 
long stories in the World :and 
the Times, and was “made.” 
In 1914, he exhibited in Lon- °

All that is left of the original 
Russell domain in St. Louis is 
the George Ward Parker home 
at 4021 Parker avenue, still oc- 
cupied by Parker and his wife...

Its front 
door opens onto a drop of 
about 20 feet to the graded-

On a neighboring hill can be 
seen the rectory of the Holy- 
Family Catholic Church, on the 
site of the James Russell home, 
torn down about 1910.

The Parkers’ modest items, 
and a few sketches preserved 
by other distant relatives in 
this area, are the sort of thing 
that Russell did. almost with- 
out trying. The only serious 
work from his hand in this 
community is a small bronze 
sculpture in the City Art Mu-~ 
seum, “The Bluffers,” which 
places a buffalo with menac- 
ingly lowered head across. an 
open space from a bear 
on its hind legs.

THE BIG STUDIOS, outside of 20th Century-Fox, haven't 
bebn signing up much young talent in the past couple of years, 
preferring to go light on the overhead and stick with hiring by 
7 picture of established stars and supporting players. But 
things are beginning to pick 
up. The other studios besides 
Fox are beginning to catch on 
that the 45-50-year-old beau- 
ties can’t be captivating for- 
ever and some of the male 
heroes will look silly making 
love in a couple of years from 
a wheelchair, no matter what 
the boxoffice pull. ‘ 

When one of these young 
players is signed, usually on a 
seven-year basis with option to 
be renewed every six months, 
| their fate is in the hands of 

y the gods—the studio execu- 
">> = tives. Sometimes. the studio 
loses interest and drops a 
young beauty — that happened 
to Marilyn Monroe—or some- 
times they are calculatedly 
built into big stardom, as was 
Kim Novak. I don’t know what 
they start off at nowadays but 
Janet Blair once told me she started at $75 a week and seven 
yeafs later was getting $750—and was she glad her contract 
expired! Bill Holden told me he got $60 a week for starring 
in’*Golden Boy,” and it was not until a few years after he 
returned from World War II that he worked out his old Para- 
mount and Columbia contracts and was able to get into the 
big money. 

“In any event, these young contract players are often put 
to work in their spare time between pictures on the publicity 
griid—from posing for cheesecake to going out on the road 
to exploit new pictures. 


CLAIRE KELLY 


I can hear a vice president snapping down keys 
on the intercom and bellowing: “This Susie Glutz. We 
pay her one-fifty. For what? For sitting around on 
her personality? Get her out on the road. Let her 
sell. Let her get known.” 


SO OFF GOES SUSIE GLUTZ on a whirlwind airplane 
togr, flanked in each city by a mob of pressagents, theater 
managers and branch managers, getting the Important Treat- 
ment, orchid and red carpet stuff, touring TV and radio sta- 
tions, presiding glamorously at dinners for the press, wearing 
gowns she wishes she could afford to buy. 

Sometimes they are nervous. Sometimes they take it 
seriously and go haughty and condescending. Sometimes they 
are just natural and go along with the merry-go-round for 
laughs. 

Claire Kelly is the last sort of girl. She came through 
here last week to help publicize two pictures she’s currently 
in—‘The Badlanders,” with Alan Ladd and Ernest Borgnine, 
now at Loew’s State, and “Party Girl,” with Robert Taylor and 
Cyd Charisse, opening the coming week at Loew's.

Women Must Sutter 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25 (UPI). 

SQUEEZE INTO THAT CORSET, stick to that diet, 

girls. It takes a lot of suffering to be well-dressed, says 
Richard Cole, a clothing manufacturer. 
; “Women must suffer. There’s no other way. To be 
really well-dressed you don’t need money—you need a 
good figure. That means the type of figure which clothes 
call for. Few women get that figure without dieting and 
without the proper foundation garments,” said Cole, an 
impeccably dressed young man whose firm makes medium 
to high priced dresses. 

He pooh-pooh’s the get-beautiful-quick school of sales- 
manship even in his own business. 

“Women ask me how to wear high fashions. I tell 
them frankly, if they’re overweight—lose weight. If they're 
fiat-chested—get nature’s little helpers. If they’re sloppy 
or drab—learn makeup and good grooming,” he said. 


AFTER A GAL gets in shape, then what? 

“Choose a store in which to shop for clothes, Visit all 
the good shops in your city, Then choose the department 
which carries the dresses you can afford. 

“Look for a salesgirl who is neat, well-dressed, with at 
least a degree of smartness—if possible, Tell her your 
figure problems and needs, then keep going to her. You'll 
get better service than if you shop around. Most sales- 
women know a good buy and good fashion, and will help 
you more if you're a steady customer. 

“When buying clothes, spend money to have them 
altered. Women neglect this, yet it’s important to good 
grooming. 

“Nobody is a perfect size. Every woman needs to have 
her things altered, because manufacturers ship dresses 
according to the ‘national average’ figure. If we ever met 
that national average woman, she’d look like Lena the 
Hyena. Dresses have wider shoulders, wider hips, larger 
sleeves than many women need.”

Cole added.

The market shows that women’s buying habits reflect 
their age, Cole said. 

“Women go through a period when they don't care 
about clothes, which lasts until they get boy-crazy. They’re 
fashion-conscious until they get married. Then they lose 
interest through the childbearing period, and don’t care 
again until their children are grown—or away at school.” 

The last period is the most dangerous fashion-wise, 
Cole said, because women lean too heavily on high style. 
“They think they must wear a certain fashion because 
it shows their social position. They put on a mink jacket 
when they would look much better in a plain cloth coat. 
Only when a woman is perfectly groomed and well fitted, 
can she afford to follow—or thumb her nose at—high 
fashion,” said Cole.

The clothes which comprise 
this fashion festival, as it has 
been ‘designated, feature the 
designs of six Israeli fashion 
houses. They are regarded as 
especially significant not only 
because they illustrate how the 
fashion creators of the Middle 
East are interpreting current 
silhouettes, but also because 
they show what has been ac- 
complished with fabrics. De- 
signing talents from practically 
all European countries have 
migrated to Israel to join in 
that nation’s newly founded 
fashion industry, and are uti- 
lizing domestic materials in 
many different ways. 

Most of the materials used 
in the making of clothes were 
woven in Israel. Many are 
made of wool and cotton grown 
and raised there. Rough tex- 
tured, linen-like weaves are 
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The brocade of which this 
dress was made was woven, 
dyed and printed in Israel.

Schleiffer was the designer. 


highlighted for casual modes 
while brocades and elaborately 
beaded themes appear in color- 
ful types for formal dress. 
Featured are the fabrics from 
Maskit, an Israel village craft 
company which was established 
seven years ago by the Israeli 
Ministry of Labor and private 
investment. Six hundred per- 
sons in the hills of Galilee, 
from Nazareth, Jerusalem, 
Beersheba and 17 other towns 
throughout the country are em- 
ployed by Maskit. Chief figure 
among the Maskit designers is 
Finy Leitersdorf who uses 
strikingly colorful textiles. 


Lola Beer is prominently 
represented among the design- 
ers whose clothes are to be 
shown. She has eight costumes 
in the collection. A resident 
of Palestine since 1940 when 
she sought refuge there from 
her native Czechoslovakia, she 
produces more than 100 models 
each season. Her favorite ma- 
terial is a loosely woven Israel- 
made woolen. This designer 
has a definite Parisian flair to 
her work and often has been 
referred to as Israel’s Dior be- 
cause of the similarity of her 
silhouettes to those of the late 
Paris couturier. 

Another of the featured de- 
signers is Lili Schleiffer who 
has a dramatic emphasis and 
likes to accentuate figure- 
moulding lines. One of her 
evening dresses that has a 
siren-like quality is made of 
silk and woolen material 
beaded over the entire surface 
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for a glittering effect. These 
beads were sewn in place by 
hand. This Budapest-born de- 
signer studied design in Paris. 

Knitwear is well represented, 
and includes three-piece jersey 
and novelty knit suits as well 
as one and two-piece dresses. 
The “Aled” sisters are becom- 
ing internationally known for 
their knitwear. These four 
young women, daughters of the 
late Alfred Edelstein — who 
founded the firm and adopted 
as its name a coined one taken 
from the first two letters of 
his two names—have selected 
specific skills to cultivate. One 
is recognized for her hosiery 
designs, another as a designer 
of dresses and suits, a third for 
production, and the fourth as 
a business executive. Lilli, the 
chief designer, visits the fash- 
ion centers of Europe to obtain 
ideas and combine them with 
ideas contributed by the re- 
turning tribes of Israel. Lead- 
ing stores in the United States 
display her designs. 

The variety of these fashions 
is seen, too, in a collection of 
rainwear designed by the Matz- 
kin Brothers. These three 
brothers -- Chanock, Meir and 
Sholom—were taken to Israel 
from their native Poland in

1921 when they were small 
boys and trained by their father 
who had owned a tailoring es- 
tablishment. They have en 
making fashionable rainwear 
for many years and are credit- 
ed with doing much to give the 
modern raincoat a style em- 
phasis.

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Disappointment This Year 


By Leonard Hall 


SOMETHING STRANGE has 
happened this season to the 
autumn coloring in our part 
of the Ozarks. The various 
species of hardwoods which in 
most years paint a bright back- 
drop across the hills — and 
which one would expect to be at 
their best after a season of per- 
fect growing weather and ade- 
quate moisture—are turning 
brown and dropping. their 
leaves. Here and there in the 
early days of October we saw 
a sour gum flaunting its typical 
deep purplish red, while a few 
big sugar maples made a fair 
display. Since then this touch 
of color is fading. The dog- 
woods have turned brown and 
the oaks, which can generally 
be counted on to furnish No- 
vember decoration, aren't 
turning at all. Their leaves 
simply grow dull and start to 
drop. 

This is a disappointment to 
many who drive into the Ozarks 
to see the autumn display, nor 
is the condition easy to ex- 
plain. A good deal is known 
about the chemistry of autumn 
color and by most accounts the 
weather shouldn't have much 
to do with it. Yet this year’s ex- 
perience seems to cast doubt 
on some theories. Normally at 
a certain point in the year's 
cycle — and this might have 
more to do with hours of sun- 
light and intensity of the rays 
than any other factor—the flow 
of sap to the leaves slows down 
and chlorophyl stops forming. 
This is, of course, the substance 
that gives the plant its green 
color and helps translate sun- 
shine into energy. When this 
action takes place, other sub- 
stances in the leaves take over 
and dominate the color pattern. 
Carotins, sugars and alkalis 
turn the foliage to yellow, gold, 
red and other tones and hues, 
depending on the combinations 
in which they occur in the leaf 
structure, 

Several theories have come 
to us explaining the short 
duration of color this season. 
One is that the hard freezes 
in early October upset the leaf 
chemistry. Another is that the 
year’s growth was so lush it 
ended all at one time, as 
though the leaves had simply 
lived themselves out. What- 
ever the reason, it seems to 
us that the best color we have 
observed was when we camped 
in Current River valley a week 
or two ago. And once again 
we thought how wise the 
people of Missouri would be to 
preserve this magnificent 
country along the Current and 
Eleven Point rivers as a 
recreational area. 

The eastern Ozarks offer 
almost all the. things that 
people seek in vacationing: 
scenic beauty, camping, fish- 
ing, swimming, boating, riding 
and just plain loafing—to 
mention a few. They are with- 
in easy driving distance for a 
tremendous number of people. 
They are already visited by 
people from every state. Their 
springs and crystal streams are 
unique on the North American 
continent. Their hardwood 
forests are unequalled. And 
yet in spite of all this, there 
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has been very little real effort 
made by Missourians to de- 
velop this area and we have 
allowed serious d to 
— in the way this de- 
velopment. 

There are a few of us -who 
would like this cordition to 
continue, simply because it 
limits the number of people 
who use the beautiful country 
along the Current and 
Point rivers and thus bles 
it to retain some semblance of 
wilderness. This is actually, 
however, a myth and with 
proper development the area 
could be wilder and more 
beautiful than it is today and 
at the same time furnish a 
playground for a much ‘larger 
number of people. This would 


be brought about by a 
facilities and some fairly 


simple changes in the land-use 
pattern which would, at the 
same time, be of real and last- 
ing benefit to the residents of 
the region. 

All of these things and many 
more are discussed fn the re- 
port which we mentioned in a 
recent column: “Plan for Pres- 
ervation and Development of 
Recreation Resources—Ourrent 
and Eleven Foint River’ Coun- 
try—Missouri.” As we stated, 
the co-operating agencies in 
developing the plan were Mis- 
souri Division of Resources 
and Development, Conservation 
Commission, State Park Board 
and National Park Service. 

A few evenings ago I had 
the pleasure of discussing 
plan at dinner with Secretary 
of the Interior Fred Seaton. I 
found him keenly alive to the 
need for creating and setting 
aside areas of many kinds for 
the use of our ple in their 
leisure time. partment of 
Interior has actively under way 
programs for rehabilitating 
and improving the in 
our national parks, a 
and setting aside wet lands and 
other wild lands for waterfowl 
and other wildlife species, and 
protecting these lands against 
undue exploitation. 

Secretary Seaton expressed 
real interest in our plan for 
the Current and Eleven Point 
river country and there is lit- 
tle doubt that his Department 
and the National Park Service 
would work closely with our 
own state agencies in this de- 
velopment. These state agen- 
cles are also ready to push 
forward with the plan. But the 
impetus must come from the 
people of Missouri and espe- 
cially with the consent and co- 
operation of the citizens of the 
counties which will benefit 
most. These are Carter, Dent, 
Howell, Oregon, Ripley, Shan- 
non and Texas and including 
Reynolds as a “gateway” even 
though it is not on the water- 
shed of the two rivers. Indl- 
viduals and groups with an in- 
terest in conservation and in 
the future of Missouri would 
do well to study the pdssibili- 
ties offered by the plan.

J Able Editor 


Of a Prison 


Magazine

THE MAN I would like to 
meet is Eddie Hough. He is 
editor of a small magazine 


| called The Keystone. It is pub- 


lished four times a year by the 
prisoners of Western State 
Penitentiary, in Pennsylvania. 
Eddie sends a complimentary 
copy now and then, and the 
magazine is good. 

Eddie has associate editors 
and feature writers, a sports 
editor and—I blush at the pos- 


sibilities of this title—a car- 
toonist at large. He has not 
| told me how long he has been 
in jail, nor what for, and it is 
none of my business. It will 
‘not cut a day off his time to 


| know that I think he is a heck 


‘of an editor and a good writer. 


Most prison magazines are 
full of light whines and jeers. 


To a convict, the whole world 


is off-limits. His punishment is 
confinement. He chafes among 


fellow sufferers and he devel- 


ops a sweet sorrow for himself 
and a splitting hatred for the 
world which put him there. 

Eddie doesn't permit much 
of this in The Keystone. His 
stories are hopeful. They look 
toward a rosy dawn which may 
come too late. Recently he 
asked Bob Hawkes to write a 
| few words on what it feels like 
'to be near freedom after 12 
years, Hawkes called it “The 
| Count Down.” 


“You look forward to the 
| steak and eggs fried the way 
you want them,” Hawkes 
wrote. “You want salads and 
fresh fruits. Recently there 
was a movie here in which 
Jayne Mansfield curved her- 
self over a vending machine 
and got a great big apple. 
When a guy sees Jayne Mans- 
field eating an apple and he 
would rather have the apple, 
he is so dead that he needs 
to be covered up. 

“However, therein lies an 
example of the perspective that 
may enable you to make it 
when you get outside. Even if 
| you could out-muscle Mickey 
Hargitay, which you can’t you 
are about as close to Jayne 
| Mansfield as you will ever get. 
But there is a good chance that 
you can get that apple. If you 
keep wanting only what you 
can get, you are a fair bet to 
stay out of the bastille.” 

ONE THING I know about 
Editor Hough. He was under 
sentence of death for eight 
years. He had 33 reprieves 
before his sentence was com- 
muted to life in prison. Sev- 
eral times, he sat in a death 
cell waiting for the guards to 
“> How does it feel?

Local 88 Medical Institute at 4488 Forest Park Boulevard, which will 
be formally dedicated at 2 p.m. today, can truly be said to be a dream 
come true—the crowning achievement of ‘nearly 100 years of service 
by Amalgamated Meat Cutters and Butcher Workmen, Local 88, AFL- 
CIO, and its predecessor, to its members—a fitting tribute to the 
united efforts of labor and management. 


While designed for the exclusive use of members of Meat Cutters 
Union, Local 88, their wives and other dependents, Local 88 Medical 
Institute is of community-wide significance. It constitutes an impor- 
tant addition to St. Louis’ growing prestige as a medical center. More 
importantly, it will establish new health standards for all persons en- 
gaged in the distribution of food for human consumption, by reason 
of the Institute’s requirement that in the future meat cutters and 
others who are members of Local 88 undergo complete physical exam- 
inations annually to assure freedom from contagious diseases. 


Financed entirely with Health and Welfare funds contributed by 
management, Local 88 Medical Institute represents an idea which of- 
ficers and members of the executive board of the union harbored 
for a number of years. It was the feeling of officers and board mem- 
bers that the union owed it to its members and the community gen- 
erally to see that meat cutters and other union members were a strong, 
healthy group — free from communicable disease. 


After long and careful study of health programs in St. Louis and in 
scores of other cities in various sections of the country, the executive 
board of the union decided that its aims and objects could best be 
served by a modern, well-equipped and expertly staffed Medical In- 
stitute. The union reasoned that such an institute would be helpful to 
labor, management and the general public—that it would assure mem- 
bers of Local 88 the finest in medical care, that years could be added to 
the lives of members through a program of preventive medicine; that 
absenteeism, a problem in industry, could be reduced, and that the 
public could be assured that meats and other food products were 
handled by persons who were free from communicable diseases. 


The union’s ideas were transmitted to trustees of Local 88 Meat and 
Related Industries Welfare Fund, which was established for the pur-

pose of handling all health and welfare funds, and they agreed, after 
careful analysis, to advance the money that was needed for the institute. 


Plans for the Institute were drawn by Harris Armstrong, noted archi- 
tect. Ground was broken in August, 1957, and the dream which officers 
and board members of the union had long envisioned was well on the 
way to realization. 


In its final form, Local 88 Medical Institute will be one of the most 
modern and best-equipped buildings of its kind in the country. The 
institute will cover 25,000 square feet of floor space on three levels. 
The ground floor is partly above and below grade and there are two 
upper floors. Construction is of reinforced concrete framing with 
masonry walls, finished on the exterior with masonry units having 
plastic impregnated facing. 


The building is completely air-conditioned, with water recirculated 
after aeration by an ornamental fountain spray in the forecourt. The 
lobby area is of two-story open design and features an attractive mural 
designed and executed by Sigfried Reinhardt, instructor in painting 
at Washington University School of Fine Arts. It is pictured on the 
back page of this supplement. Adequate parking facilities for patients 
are provided at the rear of the building and immediately adjacent to it. 
Cost of the site and building is approximately $750,000. : 


The staff of the institute includes some of the city’s leading physicians 
and surgeons, technicians, nurses and other trained personnel. Dr. 
Cyril Costello, noted surgeon who served as chief of staff of the City 
Hospital for 11 years, is chief of the medical staff of the institute. 


Besides providing expert medical care for existing disabilities of 
members, the institute will embark on a program of preventive medi- 


cine which I am told by competent medical authorities will add years 
to the lives of our members. 


The Medical Institute is a big challenge —another step in the pro- 
gram of the union to provide greater security for all members of Local 
88—and to all who co-operated in making this institution one of the 
finest in the country, I want to express my sincere appreciation.

Local 88 Medical Institute is the latest, and perhaps the most brilliant of a long series 
of accomplishments by Amalgamated Meat Cutters and Butcher Workmen, Local 88 
AFL-CIO, and its predecessors, in behalf of its members, the community, the nation and 
for international good will. 


Organized in June 1900, Meat Cutters Union, Local 88, is the successor to the St. Louis 
Butcher’s Union and the Butcher Verein which flourished in the eighties and nineties, 
and its predecessor, the old Knights of Labor, which was founded in 1886 when steak was 
7% cents a pound, and liver was given away. 


Present membership of the union is about 3300, consisting of various branches of the meat 
handling and related industries—wholesale and retail meat cutters, meat wrappers, semi- 
skilled workers, employees of fish and poultry companies, meat and fish salesmen and 
employees of Fouke Fur Company. In June 1900, the local union affiliated with the 
International Union, which has a membership of about 350,000 throughout the United States. 


Col. Nicholas M. Blassie, a onetime Demiocratic candidate for mayor of St. Lotis and 
well known labor and civic leader, is president of Local 88. Other officers and members 
of the executive board of the union are Charles Kraft, vice president; Harry Fledderman,

A Notable Contribution By Local 88 Meat 
And Related Industries Welfare Fund Trust.

Formal dedication of Local 88 Medical Institute constitutes 
a fitting climax to an undertaking begun less than six years 
ago. In the years since, it has mushroomed into one of the 
finest, most comprehensive, and best-administered pro- 
grams of personal security of its type in the nation—free- 
dom from financial worry by reason of accident, sickness 
and death for members of Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen of North America, Local 88 AFL and 
CIO, their wives and other dependents. 


i 
Local 88 Medical Institute had its origin in January 1953, in 
a collective bargaining agreement executed between officers 
of the Local and representatives of wholesale meat compa- 
nies employing members of the local—some 150 persons. 
This agreement provided for the payment of a stipulated 
sum monthly by management into a trust to be used to pro- 
vide members of Local 88, their wives and other dependents 
with a broad program of life insurance, surgical, hospital, 
weekly disability and other benefits. It was also provided 
in the agreement that the trust, which is now known as 
Local 88 Meat and Related Industries Welfare Fund Trust, 
was to be administered by two representatives of labor, a 
like number from management, and a chairman, represent- 
ing the general public. 


The program was put into effect on January 29, 1953. In 
accordance with the formal trust instrument, the following 
were chosen as trustees: Col. Nicholas M. Blassie, presi- 
dent, and August Gieseke, secretary-treasurer of Amalga- 

mated Meat Cutters and Butcher Workmen, Local 88, rep- 
resenting labor; Howard Hess, vice-president and general 
manager of Will Docter Meat Company, and Oliver Schnit- 
ker, president of Major Meat, representing management.

George A. Marklin, secretary of the Metropolitan St. Louis 
Meat Dealers Association, was named chairman trustee and 
administrator of the fund. 


Others who contributed liberally of their time and energy 
as trustees over the years and to whom a big vote of thanks 
is due include Harvey Beffa, president of Falstaff Brew- 
ing Corp.; Dr. I. J. Flance, well-known internist; John Bur- 
meister, former secretary of the Fish Institute of St. Louis; 
Roland Maurath, secretary-treasurer of the Missouri-IIli- 
nois Food Distributors, and John Faust, secretary of the 
St. Louis Local Packers Association, who has served as 
associate trustee almost from the program’s inception. 


How well these men and their successors planned is best 
evidenced by the tremendous strides that the trust has made 
since it was created. The number enrolled in the program 
has been expanded from the original 150 to more than 2000 
wholesale and retail meat cutters, wrappers, salesmen, fish 
workers, employees of Fouke Fur Company—a combined 
total with wives and other dependents of some 7500 persons. 
Income of the Trust in the short span of six years has 
mounted to more than $2,500,000 and benefit payments to 
members and their families for every conceivable form of 
disability, ranging from emergency treatment for children 
(from consuming perfume and mother’s diet pills) to major 
surgery and death benefits amount to $912,942. 


Besides providing funds from reserves that had been built up 
over the years for construction and maintenance of Local 88 
Medical Institute, the trust has also instituted a program of 
hospitalization for retired and super-annuated meat cutters, 
has initiated, with the co-operation of management, a lim- 
ited program of health and welfare for poultry workers who 
are members of Union Local 88 and has acquired approxi- 
mately 540 acres of ground on Dulen Road at House Springs 
in Jefferson county to be used as an educational, recreational

The success that Local 88 Meat and Related Industries Trust

Nowhere in the field of public health should all of us be more 
concerned than in safeguarding our food supplies for the 
prevention of illness. 


In this respect, all citizens of our community can derive in- 
creaséd satisfaction in knowing that now, as a result of 
Local #88 Medical Institute’s activities, they may shop in 
local meat markets with the security and knowledge that 
all meat handlers have been periodically subjected to com- 
plete physical examinations and have been required to pass 
rigid health tests proving freedom from contagious diseases. 


In this accomplishment, credit is due to the co-operation of 
management and labor, establishing a practical interest in 
the health of employees and in policing their own personnel 
for the protection of their customers. 


Some meat cutters, in the past, have been found after lengthy 
periods on the job, to be subject to or carriers of contagious 
diseases that might be transmitted through contamination 
of meat and meat products. In the future, contagious dis- 
eases will be recognized promptly and corrected so that cus- 
tomers be not subjected to such health hazards. 


The Medical Institute will issue each meat cutter a health 
certificate upon the completion of his examinations each 
year and this health certificate will be proudly displayed by 
the meat cutter and the employer in those markets where 
members of Local #88 are serving.

ter than the health of those who cut the meat, wrap it and 
serve it. While government inspection of animals has re- 
duced the transmission of diseases from unhealthy animals, 
this approach to periodic complete health evaluation of the 
meat handlers adds another precaution against spread of 
disease through this important dietary commodity. 


Another advantage of this program to the public will be aid 
which it will provide for other groups in this community, as 
well as in other medical centers, who are likewise interest- 
ed in planning preventive medicine programs. 


From the beginning of this experiment in medical econom- 
ics, the planning has been documented and directed so as 
to provide complete details for any other interested parties 
in the future, and it is gratifying to know that already the 
program is being studied by a number of union welfare 
funds in preparation for their programs. | 


Local #88 Medical Institute’s program was planned in an 
attempt to bring all of the available modern, scientific pre- 
ventive medicine facilities to the meat cutters and their 
family dependents. In accord with the precepts of the high- 
est medical ethics, as developed and practiced by the local 
medical profession, as well as the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, emphasis has been placed on the importance of 
maintaining the highest quality of private medical care. 
Much encouragement has been given by the medical pro- 
fession to this group, which, in theory and in practice, op- 
poses the socialization of medicine and the entering into the 
private practice of mediciite by the federal guvernmenit.

better distribution of this care without sacrificing the im- 
portant element of personal choice. 


In typically American, democratic fashion, this pioneer pro- 
gram provides a model for making readily available the 
high accomplishments of private medical practice through 
the initiative, interest and co-operation of all of the involved 
parties: viz., labor, management, insurance company and 
medical profession. Without the full interest and co-opera- 
tion of all of these important parties, such a program would 
be impossible. 


How much such a program will ultimately contribute to the 
over-all health of the community, as well as to the improved 
dental and physical health of the employee and his family, 
remains to be studied statistically in the future. It is hoped 


that marked improvements will be readily seen and that the | 


distributed cost of such a program in dollars will ultimately 
prove a wise and thrifty investment from the viewpoint of 
the employer, with reduced absenteeism, and the employee, 
to whom it means security from financial devastation in the 
event of .major illness, and emotional security through nor- 
mal, healthy family living.

This is one of the fields in which the specialist has become so pro- 
ficient that he has almost exterminated himself. Ten or fifteen years 
ago, the otorhinolaryngologist was performing numerous operations 
on ears, mastoids and sinuses for infections. The application of early 
treatment with antibiotics has not completely, but has almost elimi- 
ated the need for radical operations on mastoids and has reduced

emotional tensions between ents and child, and other abnormalities 
that can be better dealt with if they are recognized and corrected early. 


According to the Health Information Foundation, children toda 
have added security that comes from growing up when good heal 
is the rule rather than the exception. In 1900, * way of contrast, 
more than one-fourth of the children born in this country faced the 
prospect of becoming orphans by the time they reached eighteen. 


Many of us can interpret such a figure in terms of actual experience, 
in terms of disruption of a child’s emotional world, the added burden 
placed on surviving parents and often the necessity of taking older 
children out of school to help support the family, nor do we have to 
go back far to measure the impact of illness on children since most 
of today’s parents grew up in the days before wonder drugs and can 
remember the sieges that involved them as youngsters. Vaccination 
of infants was much less advanced a generation ago and immunization 
against polio was unknown. 


Nowadays, however, only 7 per cent of all children are likely to become 
orphans before they reach 18. Their own chances of dying from child- 
hood diseases have been greatly diminished. A continuation and more 
complete utilization of preventive measures in pediatrics will further 
reduce childhood tragedies and improve the bright side of growing up. 


the teeth. Proper elimination of infection and restoration of teeth need 


= 


hardly be cited as an extremely desirable phase of the practice of 


preventive and corrective medicine. 


A more thoroughly preyentive aspect of medicine provided through 
periodic examination of the teeth has to do with the recognition of 
dental deformities in children during their early development when 
correction may be made. The shape of the mouth and of the jaw may 
be deformed to the point of ugliness by neglect of such corrective and 
preventive measures. Once these structures have completed their 


growth and become fixed, corrective measures are difficult or im- 


possible. With the good preventive type of dentistry which is avail- | 


able today, there is no reason (aside from sheer neglect) for the 
development of deformed and misshapened teeth, which become 
emotional obstacles and in many instances lead to complications 
arising from poor “bite,” in which the upper and lower teeth do not 
properly meet when talking or chewing. 


Finally, the instructions for proper care of the gums and teeth by 


the dentist form an important part of preventive dentistry and help-- 


to avoid premature loss of natural teeth. Once irreparable damage 
has been done and teeth are completely lost, the proper replacement 
becomes important, not only from the viewpoint of comfort, but from 
the viewpoint of effecting a suitable “bite” to avoid other complica- 


tions.

SURGERY and ORTHOPEDICS 


Urologly is the practice of that area of 
medicine pertaining to the health of the 
system which includes the kidneys, 
ureters, and genitalia. This specialty is 
also referred to sometimes as “GU or 
“Genito-urinary.” 


Orthopedics relates to the specialty 
dealing primarily with bones, joints and 
muscles. The orthopedist is a physician

The X-ray Department will be one 
of the busiest. departments in the Med- 
ical Institute and will be directed by a 
specialist in radiology certified by the 
American board.

infections of bones, joints and muscles as well as a multitude of dis- 
orders which may affect this system, including many disabilities and 
deformities resulting from paralysis, poliomyelitis and arthritis. 


General surgery relates to some extent to all of the specialties in 
surgery but chiefly to those not included in the sub-specialties (such 
as GU, orthopedics, Ob-Gyn, and eye, ear, nose and throat). General 
surgery began, historically, as the specialty which included: all 
branches of surgery. As the age of specialization has increased, many 
of these sub-specialties arose and have been further developed so that 
general surgery has become the specialty of that surgery remaining, 
primarily chest and abdominal surgery and, to a great extent, surgery 
of the extremities of the head and neck. 


It becomes evident therefore, that relationship of the various 
specialists in surgery is extremely important to the ultimate achieve- 
ment of the highest quality of surgical care for the patient. In the 
medical institute these various specialists will be available whenever 
necessary for the pooling of talents and resources toward as highly 
qualified diagnosis and treatment as can be obtained. This type of 
group practice brings together the activities and minds of the special-

ists so that their abilities and efforts will not result in “over-speciali- 


zation.” 


X-Ray And Laboratory Department 


X-ray equipment is a helpful aid to each of the specialties. In 
some instances, as in early diagnosis of lung illnesses, the radiologist 
becomes the most helpful member of the diagnostic team. 


There are safety devices in the institute such as lead insulation 
in the walls, doors, etc., for the protection of patients as well as the 
professional personnel so that the dangers of X-rays are minimized. 
The periodic calibration of the X-ray machines and careful attention 
to details in the care and use of the equipment have all been carefully 
planned in the development of this department. 


Clinical Laboratory 


Today so many laboratory examinations are available that there is 
almost a need for special types of clinical laboratories. There are 
some tests which are too expensive or are too infrequently required 
to make it practical for each laboratory to be completely staffed and 
equipped. Therefore, the Medical Institute’s laboratory has been 
designed to perform all of the routine examinations which may be 
required in the periodic health examination and in most of the diag- | 
nostic and follow-up studies of patients. There are still other exami- 
nations such as the microscopic study of biopsy material and cellular 
washings (particularly in cancer detection) and radioisotope exami- 
nations (as required in certain thyroid examinations) which will be 
performed at hospital centers where the personnel and equipment are 
available at an economic saving. Duplication in the institute is 
avoided. The clinical laboratory will be under the supervision of a 
physician and will be manned by full-time specialty technicians.

Preventive Medicine—TIhe Goal 


The ultimate goal of medical practice is the prevention of 


disease. Modern medical progress has been greater in the 


United States than in any other place in the world, as 
viewed not only from the quality of medical care available, 
but also from the results. The life expectancy of an Ameri- 
can born near the end of the last century was approximate- 
ly 40 years. The life éxpectancy of one born today is near 
70 years. 


Until about 12 years ago, St. Louis maintained a large 
isolation hospital on Arsenal street to care for the vic- 
tims of typhoid and paratyphoid fever, scarlet fever, erysip- 
elas, whooping cough, diphtheria and other diseases which 
caused death to some and permanent disability to others. 
These diseases have all but been wiped out as a result of 
increased application of methods of preventing them and 
improved drugs for controlling and eliminating them. This 
hospital has no longer any use as such and has been con- 
verted to service for aged people. 


The control of tuberculosis and its prevention have so im- 
proved that Koch Hospital, on the bluffs of the Mississippi 
south of town, once overcrowded and with a waiting list, 
has, in the past few years, had empty wards and is now 
being used partly for diseases other than tuberculosis, in 
order to utilize the hospital and its staff. 


The Venereal Disease Clinic which was one of the largest 
outpatient departments in many hospitals throughout the 
world is now almost extinct and most hospitals do not even 
have such a separate department. 


Surgical procedures have been made available increasingly 
for the early removal of diseased tissue before fatal compli- 
cations have occurred, and for the early repair of many 
inborn defects which formerly led to premature disease 
and death. 


Periodic physical examination has become recognized 
among authorities as the keynote to prevention of serious 
disease. One now finds that most industrial organizations 
have learned to protect their investments in human ma- 
chines, much as they long have protected investments in 


mechanical machines, through compulsory periodic exam- _{ 


inations. 


Civic, church, labor, management, school and other groups 
have been manifesting increasing interest in providing for 
themselves a sure plan for regular and periodic examina- 
tion by modern methods, in order to enjoy the good news of 
“no disease” or the hopeful news of “preventive medicine” 
while illnesses are still minor. It is for these reasons that 
so much emphasis is being placed on periodic physical ex- 
aminations at Local 88 Medical Institute and why such a 
large segment of the Institute’s operations will be devoted : 
to this work. 


The human body cannot be made eternal, and like the 
“wonderful one horse shay” must eventually fall apart, but 
to live healthfully while delaying the fatal fall is to live 
happily. A few hours each year for preventive medicine is 
the best insurance toward such a goal.

I USED TO BE A COPER 


by DORIS DAY 


WINSOME movie and Columbia recording star Doris Day tells here 
_how she learned to mind others’ business — only when she’s needed. 


Don’t rush to your dictionary, because the word 
“coper” isri't there. It’s the only word I can find, how- 
ever, to describe what I used to do until a very close 
friend of mine, a man named John, told me something 
I'll always remember. 

A “coper” is a person who has an uncontrollable 
urge to cope with other people’s problems. If someone 
I liked had some difficulty, I struggled along with him. 
If he or she was trying to solve a problem, I took it 
upon myself to become chief problem-solver. I'd get so 
wrapped in predicaments not of my own making that 
I worried more than the person involved. I used to 
convince myself that I merely was trying to be helpful. 
Let my hairdresser get a problem, and I'd be the one 
to discuss it, to analyze it, to suggest this and suggest 
that. None of it was any of my business. 

And yet I never saw it that way until one day, by 
chance, I ran into this friend, this man named John 
who had somehow discovered the secret to peace of 
mind. I told John that in an effort to make people 
around me happy, people who worked for me and 
whom I liked, I had become so concerned with their 
problems that I was making myself unhappy, that I 
constantly had a dozen problems to cope with. 

John listened to me patiently and then began to 
discuss with me that oft-quoted question from the 
Bible: “Am I my brother's keeper?” 

“Think about that,” he said, “just a little.” 


Advice When Needed 


Then, after a pause, he said, “Doris, you are defi- 
nitely your brother's keeper when it comes to matters 
of concern for his well-being and material and spir- 
itual needs. But you are not your brother's keeper td 
the point of trying to run his life or to give advice when 
that advice is not sought. The world is filled with 
people who lead drab and colorless lives, and they 
seek excitement and vicarious thrills by taking on 
problems which are of no concern to them. Frequently 
they upset themselves and others in the process. The 
thing for you to remember is that one is always the 
keeper of thoughts about his brother. Think about 
your fellow-man constantly. Be kind, be considerate, 
be helpful. But don’t deny him the right to mull over 
and solve his own problems. Don’t become a psycho- 
logical crutch for him. Don’t take unto yourself the 
right to pass unasked-for judgment. Every man car- 
ries within him the seeds of his own salvation, and he 
must be allowed to plant and nurture them, whatever 
the obstacles.” 

Those few words of advice have changed my entire 
outlook.

Here’s a look at what may be the...

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
When the first space ship takes off for the 
moon — now only a matter of time and 
money — the passengers will need an an- 
swer to the question that has always 
dogged tourists : 

“When we get there, where will we 
stay?” 

The queer,:turtle-like structure in-the 
photo above could well be their moon 
“hotel.” Shown for the first time here, 
the house was designed by the Wonder 
Building Corp., Chicago, in consultation 
with Dr. John S. Rinehart, professor of 
engineering at the Colorado School of 
Mines. No dream house, it is a scientifi- 
cally valid structure believed capable of 
giving our first men on the moon a home 
and working quarters, plus the protection 
they'll need against the ravages of outer 
space. 


Mystery of the Moon 


There is just one catch: The house is 
soundly conceived when measured by 
what we now know of the moon. But no- 
hody can be sure of what the surface of 
the moon is really like. : 

Three eminent astronomers, for in- 
stance, recently were asked by the Air 
Force to state their opinions as to the hard- 
ness of the maria (the large, dark surface 
of the moon). Each scientist answered 
with confidence as follows: 
® First scientist: “The maria is covered 
with hardened lava. Therefore it will pro-

vide safe landing areas for space ships 
and a firm foundation for buildings.” 

e Second scientist: “The maria is covered 
with a layer of solidified dust. Though 
‘crunchy,’ it will be strong enough to sup- 


_ port space ships or buildings.” 


e Third scientist: “The maria is covered 
with dust as fine as baby powder. Put a 
space ship or a building on it and it would 
vanish as if in quicksand.” 


it Floats 


After puzzling over these three con- 
flicting opinions, the moon-house archi- 
tects finally hedged by designing a house 
for the worst possible condition — the 
last one, an “ocean” of moon dust. 

Their house “floats” in the dust, as a 
ship in water. Fortunately, since there is 
little atmosphere on the moon and there- 
fore no wind storms, the house does not 
have to be built to withstand the batter- 
ing of waves from an ocean of dust. 

Painstaking tests nevertheless were 
needed to be sure the house wouldnt 
keel over or settle unevenly, since much 
of it would rest below dust-level. Care 
fully balanced and anchored, the house 
is shaped as a cigar, the most easy shape 
to stabilize. 

Its dimensions are 340’ long, 160’ wide 
and 65’ high. There are three levels, con 
taining space for living quarters, labora 
tories, communication equipment and a 
machine shop. 

In designing a house such as this one 
on a sea of dust or on any other moon 
surface, the architects must keep in mind 
two basic questions.

1) What will be the conditions out- 
side the house? 

Night and day each lasts two weeks on 
the moon — and the temperature con- 
trast is enormous. At high noon the ther- 
mometer hits 214° F, two degrees above 
the boiling point of water. But 30 minutes 
after sunset, it is 243° below zero. 

Obviously needed is the best of insula- 
tion. This is why the moon house will be 


built almost entirely of aluminum, which 


is highly rated for its insulating quality and 
also is light enough to carry to the moon 
in space ships. 

One terrifying danger to the house’s 
tenants will be meteors. Since there is no 
atmosphere to burn them up, they con- 
tinually rain down on the moon at speeds 
up to 44 miles -per second. To keep 
meteors from riddling the house, the 


architects devised a_ turtle-shell roof ° 


(above). Oddly, this idea for tomorrow's 
space men was borrowed from today’s 
primitive Arab nomads, who protect their 
tents against sandstorms by erecting an 
extra Canopy. 


2) What will be the conditions in- 
side the house? 

Everything inside the moon house— 
including its tenants — will weigh about 


one-sixth of its weight on earth, so low 


is the moon’s gravity pull. Thus the house 
can be made of the lightest material with- 
out fear of its falling down. And the stairs 
can be angled steeply, saving space yet 
remaining easy for moon “lightweights” 
to climb. Elevators will zip upwards at 
tremendous speeds. But they'll craw] back 
down 

Discipline in the moon house will be 
strict. Carelessness with a can of lighter

fluid, for instance, could poison every 
body in the house if the gases should 
escape in the confined air. 

Electricity to light the moon hous 
probably will flow from what is called an 
“electron farm,” already devised by Wes 
tinghouse scientists. The sun’s rays will 
beat down on blankets of thin plastic, 
much like the plastic used for vegetable 
bags in supermarkets. This plastic will b: 
coated with a chemical that emits ele 
trons under intense sunshine. The elec 
trons “grown” on just one acre of this 
farm, say the scientists, will yield enough 
current to power 20,000 60-watt bulbs 
or 10,000 television sets. 

The first home on the moon, of course, 
still needs more tinkering on the drawing 
board. Nevertheless, would-be tenants

The major reason given by wives for marrying their 
husbands again was love. “Right or wrong, I still love 
him”. . .“I married for love, and I'd do it all over again” 

. “Love is what we really have in common,” etc., etc. 

Ironically enough, most of the men PARADE inter- 
viewed never offered love as a reason for remarrying 
their wives. The word “love” was almost taboo in their 
conversations. When used it seemed to embarrass 
them. They offered instead such reasons as intelli- 
gence and physical beauty, two reasons the women 
don’t seem to value as highly as “unselfishness ” and 

“reliability.” 

Reliability, according to one Hollywood actress, best 
characterizes the average American husband. 

“I've been married three times,” the actress re- 
ported, “once to a Hungarian, once to an Italian and 
once to an American. There’s nothing like an Ameri- 
can. He's reliable. He’s got a sense of responsibility, a 
sense-of duty, a sense af obligation to a wife. He treats 


you like an equal. These foreign guys — they're 
scoundrels. 
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MRS. BOB HOPE, after 25 years of marriage to Bob: “I'd 
marry Bob again, only this time he’d have to sign a treaty 


“My Hungarian husband took me for every cent I. 
had. My Italian one was great when he was courting 
me. ‘Darling,’ he used to‘say. ‘Come into the garden. 
I want the roses to smell you.’ After we were married, 
he said, ‘Get into the garden and start pulling up those 
weeds!’ 

The Hutton Example 


“In my opinion any American girl who marries a 
foreigner is asking for it. Look at Barbara Hutton. 
She’s been married six times and not once’to an 
American-born fellow. She just doesn’t realize that 
our men make the best husbands.” 

This lack of realization is true not only of Barbara 
Hutton. It also pertains to the 32 per cent of the wives 
polled by PARADE who can’t make up their minds 
whether or not they would marry their husbands 
again. ‘ 

Among these indecisive women were some who 
said: “Marriage is at best an even-money gamble ” . . . 
“I’ve had so many hard times with my husband — 


with travel restrictions. I’m getting just the littlest bit tired 
of having his towels embroidered with Welcome, Traveler.” 


maybe it’d be better with someone else?” .. . “The 
trouble with being a woman is that you've got to get 
married, or society regards you as a misfit. After a 
while you get so desperate you marry the first man 
you can get to ask you” “Like most of the girls in 
my set, I married too quickly.” 

Marriage authorities to whom PARADE submitted 
the survey for review and comment weren't at all 
surprised by the results. 

“It figures,” says one sociologist from the Univer- 
sity of Oregon who prefers to remain nameless. “Ask 
a woman if she’s satisfied enough with her husband to 
remarry him, and she can’t resist the temptation to 
complain about her lot in life. Women are always 
dreaming about the perfect husband, the perfect para- 
dise. Men on the other hand, have given up the dream 
of marrying Marilyn Monroe and are reconciled to 
what they’ve got.” 

Dr. James Peterson, professor of sociology at the 
University of Southern California and author of the 
highly-regarded work, Education for Marriage, be- 
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Of 2,146 wives polled, 748 would marry iy 
their husbands again, 714 would not, 684 | Pe 
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lieves, “Women will give all sorts of superficial rea- 
sons for disenchantment with their husbands, but 
these reasons are usually rationalizations, justifications 
for their own inadequacy in judgment or behavior. 

“Many wives,” he continues, “get married quickly 
on the basis of sex attraction. Once that dies, they be- 
come disillusioned and would like to start over with 
some other husband. In America our girls are victims 
of “The Romantic Fallacy.’ They have a tendency to 
marry the first man with whom they become infatu- 
ated. Every survey taken on the length of the engage- 
ment period between fiance and fiancée proves con- 
clusively that those marriages last the longest in which 
the husband and wife were engaged for more than six 
months. Any girl who marries a man without knowing 
him for a minimum of six months — and so many do 
— is simply asking for marital trouble.” 


Women Like Variety 


Other educators and sociologists consulted by 
PARADE consistently pointed out that women by na- 
ture are more susceptible to change than men. They 
like variety. “All right,” explained one lady professor, 
“so I’ve married a man. Good or bad, I've had it with 
him. The next ane may be worse, or he may be better. 
But at least he'll be different. Many women think that 
way.” 

Dr. Eleanor Metheny, co-author of The Trouble 
with Women, says the reason more women than men 
wouldn't marry their mates again is that they prefer to 
try someone new. “Historically,” she explains, “women 
have always had to be more adaptable, so they are less 
afraid of change. In our time, women have constantly 
been trying to improve their personal status, while 
men want to maintain the status quo. When a marriage 
turns bad, a woman has more to gain by getting rid 
of an old husband and taking a new one, so this pre- 
disposes her toward gambling. When it comes to mar- 
riage, women have more courage than men.” 

“Your PARADE poll,” says Dr. J. F. Bugenthal of 
Psychological Service Associates, “proves two things: 
more wives are dissatished with their marriage part- 
ners than vice versa, and more are willing to admit it. 
When the chips are down, however, most wives will 
hold on to what they've got unless they're sure there’s 
another man waiting with a ring. Many wives may 
not be overly in love with their husbands, but most of 
them have come to the conclusion that some kind of 
marriage is better than none. Marriage was instituted 
for the protection of women, and don’t you think the 
women don’t know it.” oe

The Navy donates old planes for fun on community playgrounds 


EAST ORANGE, N.J. 
If you are looking for America’s keenest jet pilots — 
and also the littlest — the place to find them is at 
Soverel Field in this suburban community. Soverel is 
really a playground and the hot pilots are the neigh- 
borhood kids “flying” an obsolete U.S. Navy F9F 
Panther jet, which they call the Blue Comet. This 
plane —— 38 feet from wing tip to wing tip, 41 feet 
from nose to tail —— has been turned over to the kids to 
ride in, to slide on, to climb in, on or under, to explore 
— and nobody says, “Mustn’t touch!” 

A fascinating addition to conventional playground 
swings, slides and seesaws, the Blue Comet came to 
Soverel Field right from the U.S. Navy. Some 150 
other communities from California to New York now 
have — or soon will have — playground jets. And 
your own neighborhood can have one, too. 

The happy inspiration for “basing” a jet on a play- 
ground originated with East Orange’s recreation su- 
perintendent, Graham Skea, a former Navy Air Force 
veteran. He reasoned that the Navy probably had a 
great many obsolete aircraft which, with engines re- 
moved and safety devices installed, would be some- 
thing the kids would go wild over. 


Only Cost: Transportation 


After the necessary negotiations with the Navy, and 
first-hand inspection of planes, he obtained the Blue 
Comet for Soverel Field. The single item of expense 
was $143 for transportation. 

Arrival of the Blue Comet here had children of all 


ages in a tizzy. They watched open-mouthed as the 
Recreation Department maintenance staff put the jet 
into shape. 

Men repaired torn edges, added “skin” and painted 
the plane a dazzling blue with red trim. Navy insignia 
and the Department's own serial number were added 
for color and realism.. The jet engine housing was 
removed to allow play in the interior tail section. A 
Plexiglas dome was installed, and cement was poured 
over the flooring to prevent wear and to cover any 
sharp edges. “Cannons” made of cracked baseball bats 
were added to the nose. 


Accident Hazards Removed 


To enable the fledgling aviators to get aboard safely, 
two cargo nets. were placed on each side of the cock- 
pit. The ground around the jet'was covered with tan- 
bark to help prevent accidents to children who might 
decide to “bail out.” 

Finally the plane was ready for “takeoff” and the 
young pilots swarmed aboard. Squirming over cock- 
pit, through the tail piece and over the wing tanks, 
they “took off into the wild blue yonder.”

Parent Problem: “I am 17 years old and I go out with a 
girl who is 14. The problem I have is with the girl's 
father. It seems he doesn’t want her going out with boys. 
I have wondered if having a little talk with her father 
might change his mind. My girl friend’s mother doesn’t 
think that would be very smart. So I am asking you what 
to do.” — John M., San Diego, Calif. 

Your girl friend’s mother is so right — at least ac- 
cording to panelists I have queried. No matter how adult 
you feel at 17, chances are “a little talk” with her father 
would only make him think you were a presumptuous 
young fellow. | 

Beverly McArver, Carlisle, Pa., suggests a more subtle 
approach. “Since the mother obviously likes you, ask your 
girl to have a few friends come to her house once in a 
while — both boys and girls, including you, of course. 
In the meantime, learn what her father’s interests are 
— cars, sports, books or whatever. Then try to find an 
opportunity to chat with him about them at the house. 
By giving him a chance to know you, you may be able to 
persuade him to like and approve of you. But don’t seem 
overanxious. Grownups usually can tell in a minute when 
you're trying too hard to please them.” 

I’ve learned from my panelists that girls start dating 
at different ages in different parts of the country. Many 
parents do not approve of single dating for 14-year-old 
girls. Perhaps your girl’s father is one of these. However, 
he may feel differently about giving his consent to let 
you take your girl to a school dance or even to double 
date with another couple — after he gets to know you.

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ARGENTINE EX-DICTATOR JUAN PERON BOASTS... 


‘I shall return to ARGENTINA 


In this exclusive interview—the first he has given a U.S. newsman 


since his exile began — Peron talks to Parade about his ambitions 


by VICTOR LASKY 


CIUDAD TRUJILLO, DOM. REP. 
Fastened on the door of Atgentine ex-dictator Juan 
Perén’s hotel suite here is a plaque bearing the en- 
graved initials, “VP.” In Spanish they stand for 
“Vuelve Perén.” The English translation is simply, 
“Perén returns.” 

These two words embody the essence of the former 
South American strongman’s life in exile. 

Perén, who still calls himself the “President of Ar- 
gentina,” sits day after day at his hotel window, star- 
ing at the warm Caribbean waters — waiting. He's 
waiting for a call from his Buenos Aires henchmen 
to return to power. 

In an exclusive, three-hour interview with PARADE, 
Juan Perén spoke frankly of his ambitions. He spoke 
against a background of Argentine events indicating 
that, despite his being 4,000 miles away, Perén and 
Perénism remain powerful forces. Last February's 
election figures demonstrate that if he'd been per- 
mitted to run, Perén would have been overwhelmingly 
elected President. 

“I shall return,” Perén told parape. “Make no mis- 
take about it: My people are very, restless. If they want 
me back in power, I, as their humble servant, have 
no choice bpt to obey.” 

Perén is lonely and homesick. Even with an esti- 
mated $500 million reportedly stashed away in sev- 
eral countries, the life of an ex-dictator “on the lam” 
is no fun. Especially when he seeks revenge against 
“the calumniators and murderers” who ousted him. 

For three years, since he was forced to flee Argen- 
tina for his life, Perén has been kicked out of coun- 
try after country. He’s currently in the Dominican 
Republic on sufferance, since no other country will 
have him. He has no place to go — except home. 


A Quiet Life 


The military leaders who ousted Perén have sworn 
to die, if need be, to prevent his return. “This mon- 
ster will never set foot on Argentine soil,” General 
Pedro Aramburu, the anti-Perén leader, has thun- 
dered. 

Peron arrived here from Caracas last January fol- 
lowing the overthrow of the Venezuelan dictatorship. 
Ever since, he’s lived quietly at a second-rate hotel 
with several aides, six poodles and Isabelita Martinez, 
a 25-year-old blonde Argentine cabaret dancer. At the 
Hotel Paz, where she’s registered as his “secretary,” she 
occupies an adjoining room. 

Wherever Perén goes, he’s well protected by Domini- 
can security officers. And for good reason. He says 


there have been four attempts on his life in recent 
years. In Caracas, a time-bomb exploded in his car. 
Venézuelan secret police nabbed a “Yugoslav gun- 
man” who, Perén said, was to have been paid $50,000 
to knock him off. Perén himself wears a revolver when 
he goes out. It is a .38 caliber pearl-handled police 
pistol an American detective gave him. Disdaining 
shoulder holsters, he shoves the .38 inside the waist- 
band of his trousers when he goes out. 

My first glimpse of Perén came as he marched un- 
obtrusively in a gigantic parade honoring Generalis- 
simo Rafael L.: Trujillo. Perén’s entrance into the 
grandstand, where he sat for eight hours, went un- 
noticed, even by visiting newsmen goggling at the 
Dominican boss. by 

Perén consented to the interview with me after we 
met formally at a big diplomatic reception honoring 
Trujillo. “Honestly,” he said, smiling, “I can’t see why 
I’m worth all your trouble.” 

Perén was being unusually modest. 

The next morning, promptly at 8, I was taken to 
Peron’s third-floor apartment. The door was unbolted 
and there stood the burly Argentine ex-dictator in a 
half-sleeved, white sports shirt, tan slacks and shoes 
made of crocodile skin. An erect, nattily-uniformed 
Dominican colonel — his personal bodyguard — 
looked us over. Three small poodles leaped up and 
down, barking furiously. 

Tall and heavy-set, Perén looked in magnificent

health. Powerfully built, he has an aquiline nose and 
dark, sleek hair brushed straight from the forehead. 
The only giveaways of his age Che turned 63 this 
month) were splotches of purplish veins on each 
cheek. | 

“Very happy to sée you,” he said in self-styled 
broken English. Smiling and winking, he shook 
hands. He has a habit of cocking his head to the right 
as he shakes hands. 

A born actor, Perén obviously likes to hear himself 
talk. For one thing, he does it well. His delivery is 
distinguished by a clever use of laughter, generally 
used to convey contempt. His mannerisms are calcu- 
lated to provide the necessary touch of sincerity. 


“| Wouldn't Change a Thing” 


“General,” I asked Peron, “if you had your life to 
live all over again, would you do things differently?” 

“No,” he shot back, “I wouldn’t change a thing. I°d 
do exactly the same things. You see, I believe in pre- 
destination — that everything is written down before 
we are born.” 

Perén lit a Paraguayan cigarette made of black to- 
bacco. (A chain smoker, he occasionally switches to a 
U.S. brand.) Then he added: “That doesn’t mean I 
did not make political mistakes. The error was in 
trusting the armed forces. [Argentine naval officers 
set off the successful revolt against Perén. ED.] 

His exile has been dogged by hatd luck from the 
start. Arriving in nearby Paraguay, he discovered that 
his presence was not desired. In Panama, he had better 
luck. For nine months he plotted against Argentina’s 
provisional regime, funneling money and agents into 
Argentina. The results: numerous strikes, sabotage, 
terrorism and an abortive revolt costing 100 lives. 

Increasingly unhappy with its hell-raising guest, 
Panama finally asked Perén to pack his bags. 

His next stop was Nicaragua, ruled by his dictator- 
pal, Gen. Anastasio Somoza. Somoza, whose affection 
for Perén soon cooled, asked him to leave. Ironically, 
Somoza was assassinated six months later. 

Peron headed for Venezuela, run by still another 
strongman, Gen. Marcos Perez Jimenez. - 

When Jimenez was overthrown, Peron grabbed the 
first Dominican-bound plane. Even here the welcome 
mat quickly wore thin. 

It came as no surprise to Perén when Trujillo asked 
him to leave. Perén immediately booked passage for 
himself, Isabelita and the poodles for a flight to 
Madrid. Several days later he canceled out. Reason: 
Spain had denied him a visa. 

It was then Perén realized no country wanted him. 
Trujillo reluctantly has permitted him to remain here.

“Some people say I’m like the Wandering Jew, that 
nobody wants me any more,” observed Perén. “But 
they’re wrong. The Argentine people want me.” 

To make sure they want him, Perén has poured a 
fortune into strengthening his movement back home. 

“I do not intend for my people to forget me,” he 
declares. 

Protected from unwanted visitors by secret police 
stationed in the hotel lobby, Perén spends most of his 
time writing letters té his followers. These are carried 
to Argentina by couriers. 

“I have a better diplomatic service than the whole 
Argentine foreign office,” Perén jests. 

He has many visitors from home. Frequent are the 
nights in which conferences stretch out into the early 
hours, sometimes around the clock. 

“I am currently reorganizing my movement, the 
Peronista party,” he explains. “Naturally, I must con- 
sult with my leaders.” 

Is Perén plotting a revolution? 

“I’m much too old to launch a revolution,” he says. 
“Besides, I don’t have to. There are thousands of 
young people doing it for me. And, may I ask, how 


does one start a revolution thousands of miles away?” - 


“Perén Never Killed” 


To Perén everything is simple. Perénism means 
“democracy.” Anti-Perénists are “reactionaries in the 
pay of foreigners.” And, of course, a good, clear-think- 
ing, red-blooded Argentine boy must be a “Perdénista.” 

It was strange hearing Perén describe the Aramburu 
government which supplanted his strong-arm regime 
as a “military dictatorship.” 

“But Peron never killed people,” he argues. “In my

10 years of constitutional government I never sen- 
tenced one man to death. But Aramburu has executed 
hundreds of people, without due process of law. Do 
you know what it means to face a firing squad and 
die shouting, ‘Vive Peron?’ ” 

But what appears to anger Perén most is his 
charge that the “Aramburu dictatorship confiscated 
everything I owned, even though the constitution 
forbids confiscation of property,” 

Yet; the Aramburu government did, in fact, per- 
mit free elections to take place last February, re- 
sulting in the overwhelming victory of Arturo Fron- 
dizi. A decisive factor in Frondizi's landslide vote for 
the Presidency. was Perén’s support. “Only fools re- 
fuse votes,” Frondizi had explained. 

“And only fools forget who voted for them,” Perén 
adds, somewhat ominously. “Frondizi has failed to 


keep a single election promise,” Perén contends. 


“Frondizi should know better.” 

And Perén does not intend to let Frondizi forget 
who put him into power. 

Curiously, there is nothing in Perén’s apartment 
to remind anyone of his late wife, the extraordinary 
Eva Duarte de Perén, who died of cancer in 1952. 

On taking leave, I asked Perén how he manages to 
retain his good humor in the face of adversities. 

“I’m like the Hindu fakir who gets pricked so often 
his arm is numb,” he replied. “True, troubles pile up 
now and then. When they do, I never view them per- 
sorially. I will say, ‘Ah, poor Perén, poor chap, what 
are they doing to him now?’ ” " 

And with engaging candor, he added: 

“Perhaps it should be: ‘Poor Argentina, what is 
Perén up to now?’” =]

Has the parents’-eye view of tomorrow 
caught up with the Space Age, or is it still 
rooted in older standards? 

To find out, PARADE talked to a repre- 
sentative selection of parents here. On 
these pages seven of those interviewed 
tell of their aspirations for the coming 
generation. The comments of these seven 
are typical of those questioned. 

PARADE heard two themes repeated 
again and again: 1 ) security and 2) pres- 
tige. “My husband’s been laid off four 
times the last few years,” said one woman. 
“l want my sons to have something 
steady.” Frequently parents said any kind 
of a job was acceptable if it had security 
attached.

Ac- 
cording to Dr. Henry David, executive di- 
rector of the National Manpower Coun- 
cil, today’s children will reach adulthood 
in a world which needs more and more 
highly-trained brainpower. And __ this 
means female as well as male brainpower. 


The Jobs in Demand 


Scientific personnel will be in demand: 
nuclear physicists, chemists, biologists, 
engineers. The electronics industry will 
mushroom and demand highly-educated 
workers; so will synthetics and so will air- 
craft. Recent advances in medicine will 
require more doctors — and more nurses, 
X-ray technicians, lab assistants. And as 
education becomes even more important, 
teachers will acquire new prestige. 

_ But tomorrow's world, according to 
Dr. David, also will demand some person- 
nel not mentioned by today’s parents. 
Psychologists and personnel experts will 
be needed. Someone must run the batter- 
ies of computers which are increasingly 
important in offices. 

Does this mean the “good jobs” today 
won't be so good tomorrow? Not com- 
pletely, says Dr. David. But there are 
many new jobs of the future which may 
be better. And if you're raising your boy 
to be President, cheer up. Even in to- 
morrow’s world, there always will be room 
at the top.

husband at bowling 


How to beat your 


by DON CARTER 


World bowling champion 


f\ LOT OF WOMEN think it’s impossible 


to beat their husbands at bowling. But 
they're wrong. 

A wife can win her fair share of games 
simply because skill, not brute strength, 
makes the good bowler. I know because my 
wife, LaVerne, is no stronger than the next 
woman— and she’s a national doubles cham- 
pion who sometimes gives me a trouncing. 

The photos above show her in action. 
Taken from a slow-motion movie recently 
made by the Brunswick-Balke-Collender 
Company, the photos clearly show that all 
you need to bowl well are: 1) proper foot- 
work and 2) the knack of making the ball, 
not your arm, supply the power. Follow the 
numbered photos as I describe what LaVerne 
is doing. 

1 She’s standing only about 13’ from the 
foul line; there’s no need for a long run-up. 
She’s holding the ball in both hands, the 
weight mostly in the left. (Most beginners 
should use a ball no heavier than 14 pounds. ) 
2 A five-step bowler, she takes one short, 
shuffling step with her left foot to get her 
body in motion as she starts the pushaway. 
Note the thumb and fingers of her right hand 
form a “V,” just as though she were reaching 
out to shake hands. They should stay in this 
“V" throughout the entire delivery. 

3 On her second step — on the right foot — 
she pushes the ball straight out at arm’s 
length. The weight of the ball, not her arm,

swings it down. All steps are short and slow. 
4 She takes the third step on the left foot. 
5 She finishes third step as ball swings up. 
6 She takes fourth step on the right foot as 
the ball nears the peak of the backswing. Her 
backswing is shoulder high, yet she feels no 
strain since the ball is doing the work. 
7 As the ball starts down, note that her wrists 
are straight, her fingers still in a “V.” 
8 Her left toe slides forward on fifth step. 
9 As her left foot slides to within a foot of 
the line, she releases the ball, thumb first, in 
a sweeping motion. Her left knee is bent and 
she’s leaning toward the pins. Two most com- 
mon errors are: not bending the knee, and re- 
leasing the ball in a squatting position. 
10 For the vital follow-through, see how 
she brings up right hand level with her eyes. 
One last tip: Practice making spares. (Aim 
from the left to pick up pins on the right side, 
from the right to hit pins on the left.) Your 
husband may score more strikes, but by con- 
verting spares you can beat him. a

Frankie goes to war—again 


VER SINCE he came to Hollywood 15 years 
io ago, Francis Albert Sinatra, now a balding 
42, has been the movie producers’ idea of the typi- 
cal American serviceman. 

It matters little that Sinatra never has served in 
any of the armed forces. He was classified 4F dur- 
ing World War II because of a punctured eardrum. 
But whenever there’s a script in which a GI plays a 
leading role, Sinatra's name immediately comes to 
mind in casting circles. 

One producer says, “It's all because Frank was 
such a big hit as a sailor in Anchors Aweigh in 
1944.” Another believes the type-casting didn't 
start until 10 years later when, for a total salary of 
$8,000, Frank gave his Academy Award-winning 
performance as Maggio in From Here To Eternity. 


In It Happened in Brooklyn, Frankie was GI musician, pal of Peter Lawford. 


Whenever it started, the notion now exists in 
production circles that Sinatra— 5’ 10”, 130 
pounds, blue eyes, brown hair, scarred face, not 
particularly good-looking — is typical of the city- 
bred GI who saw service in World War II. 

He was cast as such in the currently showing 
Kings Go Forth and in Some Came Running, his 
latest film now in production. In this one, based 
on James Jones’ sprawling novel (1,266 pages), 
Frank plays the part of Dave Hirsch, a GI who 
fought in the Battle of the Bulge and returns to the 
small Midwestern town of his youth. 

In Hollywood it is a standard joke that if Sinatra 
had been accepted for military service 15 years 
ago, he would have made the greatest recruiting 
sergeant in the history of the WACs.

Ww HEN YOUR shoelace comes untied, 
what do you do about it? Do you 
squat down to tie it, or do you prop the 
foot up where you can get at it more easily? 

Whether you squat or whether you prop, 
your method can disclose a great deal 
about your personality— especially to Dr. 
Emanuel F. Hammer, a New York psy- 
chologist who recently has completed a 
new study of what your gestures, move- 
ments and expressions really mean. Dr. 
Hammer’s research—the most detailed yet 
in this field — indicates that often your 
muscles tell more than your lips do. 

Take the matter of shoe-tying. This is 
what Dr. Hammer’s study shows: 


Squatters are likely to be compliant 
and submissive. They adjust to the world’s 
demands and are more comfortable taking 
orders than giving them. 


Proppers, on the other hand, generally 
tend to assert their influence on people 
and things about them. They mold the 
environment to their needs. And they usu- 
ally make the better executives. 

From studying thousands of gestures 
and expressions, Dr. Hammer has con- 
cluded that virtually every one indicates 
something of what's going on inside. How 
you sit, how you walk, how you use your 
hands—-all these are giveaways of per- 
sonality, 

You probably recognize some of the 
more obvious ones yourself. A person 
making a speech for the first time may 
smile at the audience — but his trembling 


hands or drumming fingers testify to his 
turmoil. 

Even standing still, Dr. Hammer's re- 
search shows, you reflect something of 
your personality. The illustrations above 
show three common postures. Here’s what 
they tell about you: 


Ramrod: The person who stands stiff 
and rigid usually is defensive, fearful of 
close relationships. He may also be mis- 
trustful of his own impulses and emotions, 
and his posture shows his attempts to keep 
them in check. 


Kitten: The girl who sits tucked up in 
a chair appears to be wishing for the days 
of childhood and the right to be pampered, 
petted and protected. 


Leaner: The person who always seems 
to need a prop probably does. A dependent 
sort, his slouch indicates he wants some- 
one else to shoulder responsibilities. Often 
he attaches himself to someone emotion- 
ally stronger and may flounder without 
some kind of support. 

Probably the most easily read of all 
“muscle messages,” according to Dr. Ham- 
mer, are facial expressions. A poker face, 
for instance, may tell a good deal. Often 
it indicates a person who has erected a 
wall between himself and the world which 
makes him suffer. A chronic yawner gives 
himself away, too. His yawn —-which 
often implies bored superiority — actu- 
ally may be a mask for feelings of infe- 
riority. 


You can even read personality in palms, 
Dr. Hammer’s research shows. How a per- 
son uses his hands and how he gestures 
reveals something of the inner self. 


Small, tight gestures are the hallmark 
of a person fascinated with details. In 
looking at something, they concentrate on 
its flaws rather than its strengths. And 
many of them make good proofreaders, 
secretaries or even dentists. 


Short, jerky gestures set off the impul- 
sive type, given to making quick decisions, 
snap judgments — and equally prone to 
sudden changes of mind. 


Siow, deliberate gestures brand per- 
sons who weigh things carefully, are slow 
to take action and spend much of their 
time in watchful waiting. 

And how often have you seen a person 
who walks with long, eriergetic strides and 
said to yourself, “There’s a man who's 
going somewhere?” Your armchair analy- 
sis, Dr. Hammer says, is probably right. 
His research indicates that people who 
walk that way have a drive for difficult 
accomplishments. He tends to exert him- 
self to achieve the difficult and the com- 
plex in order to win the approval of those 
who count. 

By talking, Dr. Hammer says, a person 
can hide a good deal. But by slouching, 
squinting, squatting or drumming, he 
gives himself away. The lips can fib or 
cover up eloquently. But the muscles, it 
seems, never tell a lie. #

This picturesque community, located 15 miles 
southeast of Jefferson City on the Big Maries River, was founded in 1835 
by a group of farmers who had come from the state of Westphalia. 
Disease, difficulty in clearing land and loneliness were discouraging, 
and some settlers returned to Germany. But before long the worst pri- 
vations ended, and other settlers joined those who had remained. Grad- 
ually the region prospered. 

e village was laid out by Father Ferdinand Benoit Marie Guislain 
Helian d’'Huddeghem on 40 acres of land that he had purchased for $5, 
and the farmers who settled on the tract were Catholics. The influence 
of the parish priests was great. For many years they were the law in 


Westphalia, dispensing both church and civil justice to the villagers. 

Westphalia lies in a narrow valley, has a winding main street and 
a number of shorter side streets. Here the early settlers built their 
homes and stores in the style they had known in Europe. For the most 
part the structures are functional and well-proportioned. Several of 
the houses have been in use for a hundred years or more. 

Never large—current population is barely over 300—Westphalia has 
retained its Old World atmosphere, an impression heightened by the 
Romanesque design of St. Joseph’s Catholic Church, the community's 
most imposing structure. 

The pictures on this page show some distinctive examples of Nine- 
teenth Century German architecture in the village. They were selected 
by Charles Van Ravenswaay, director of the Missouri Historical Society.

RIVATE CLASSES WERE OPENED last week in Little 
Rock for white high school seniors. In common with 
hundreds of other public high school students there, 

they had been without schools for seven weeks as a result 
of the integration struggle. The makeshift education pro- 
gram was described as Governor Orval E. Faubus’ answer 
to the United States Supreme Court. He had shut the city’s 
public high schools after the court refused to allow the Little 
Rock school board to stop its desegregation plan tempo- 
rarily.

HE UNITED STATES’ first complete space 
research vehicle, built to carry man twice 
as fast and more than four times as high 

as he has ever gone, was being readied for 
initial flight tests last week. It is the X-15, a 
rocket ship that looks like a winged ballistic 
missile. veral days after. the craft was 
rolled from a factory at Los Angeles, it was 
hauled by truck to Edwards Air Force Base, 
California. 

At its unveiling, the X- 15 was hailed as 
“the first major break-through in sustained 
piloted space flight.” Actually the X-15 is 
a manned rocket, long, low and sleek, with 


stubby wings astern and tiny it perched 
far forward. Its it canopy bulge is so 
slight that uninformed observers at the roll- 


out thought it a pilotless craft. 

Preliminary flight tests of the X - 15 will be 
conducted on a 400-mile range between Ed- 
wards and Wendover Air Force Base in Utch. 
The initial test flight beyond the earth's 
atmosphere has tentatively been scheduled for 
early February, but may take place sooner.

St. Louis Photographer Uses Gun 
and Camera on Manitoba Visit 


HE.AVID HUNTER, by going to Canada, can get a legal 
headstart on the goose and duck season in the Missis- 
sippi River flyway states. In Canada’s provinces, the 

season on these waterfowl opens several weeks earlier than 
it does below the border. 

One St. Louisan who recently availed himself of Can- 
ada’s earlier season is Buel White, who drove to west central 
Manitoba, did his hunting out of the town of The Pas. For 
the goose hunting trip, during which these pictures were 
taken by White, he was accompanied 43 miles by boat up 
the hewan River by a local guide, Steve Gleason. 
They lived in a tent which Gleason keeps erected on a large 
conan during the fishing and waterfow] season. 

Each day White bagged the legal limit of five geese 
and also watched spectacular sunsets. Returning to The 
Pas, White paid Indian women to pluck and draw geese and 
ducks he had shot. In bringing the waterfowl to St. Louis, 
he kept them cold in a tub of ice, replenished once along 
the way. White is a Post-Dispatch photographer. 

Missouri's concurrent duck od goose season opened 
last Friday, runs to January 1. Southern Illinois’ 45-day 
goose season begins November 5; the Illinois duck season 
started October 18, closes December 26.
